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Occasionally, a book comes along that puts a current controversy into badly 
needed perspective. In this case, the book is James Lardner’s Fast Forward: 
Hollywood, the Japanese, and the VCR Wars. The controversy is the 100 percent 
tariff the U.S. recently slapped on some Japanese electronic products to punish 
Japan for dumping computer chips in Third World markets and for failing to reduce 
the obstacles that hamstring U.S. companies trying to compete in Japan. 

There’s a lot at stake for both countries, not the least of which is an economic 
interdependence that Lardner’s book illuminates. For Fast Forward reminds us 
how inextricably linked the fortunes of Japanese and American electronics enter- 
prises have become since the dawn, in the early ’60s, of the home electronics era. 
Lardner’s balanced account of the warring interests and colorful personalities 
involved shows a dynamic “partnership” being forged, willy-nilly, between U.S. 
and Japanese electronics companies through nearly 30 years of cooperation and 
competition. 

We learn, for example, of Sony’s short-lived venture with California-based 
Ampex in 1960 in the attempt to build the first transistorized videotape recorder for 
professionals. Although this fell through when Sony announced its intention to build 
its own VTRs for consumers, it heralded an era of mutual dependence. 

By 1977, when Matsushita and RCA agreed to market Matshushita-made VCRs 
in the U.S. under the RCA name, the working partnership had become a mar- 
riage—of Japanese production skill and American marketing savvy. It started a 
trend. Within a year G.E., Magnavox, Curtis Mathes, Montgomery Ward and 
Sylvania were also marketing Matshushita-made products. 

Since then, the bonds have grown tighter than ever, as joint U.S.-Japanese 
enterprises have continued and multiplied; so much so, that it’s become virtually 
impossible to tell how much of the know-how and workmanship of any one company 
begins and ends in a given product. And only a small proportion of a given piece of 
video equipment is actually made in one place. This extraordinary partnership 
has brought enormous benefits to video consumers throughout the U.S. in the 
form of a stream of innovative, entertaining new products. 

How ironic, then, that we should slap the wrist of the country that, more than 
any other, made possible the home video revolution we are enjoying. Never mind 
that the tariffs have no impact on VCRs, CDs and camcorders—and very little on 
TVs. As Allan Schlosser, spokesman for the Electronic Industries Association, 
points out, only 300,000 color TVs among those singled out for punitive measures 
were shipped from Japan to the U.S. in 1986, or about 1.65 percent of the 18.2 
million sets sold here. Even fewer will arrive in 1987, because most are now 
supplied by Japanese plants in the U.S. 

The President’s tariff gesture “is largely symbolic, a warning shot across the 
Japanese bow,” says Schlosser. As Lardner’s book implies, the real story is that 
the U.S. and Japan are so interdependent that any real protectionist measure would 
do nothing but shoot the U.S. in the proverbial foot. Within the last decade tens of 
thousands of American jobs have been created by Japanese companies in this 
country. Just in consumer electronics, Sony alone employs about 10,000 Ameri- 
cans in half a dozen U.S. locations. Hitachi is in Southern California, as is Mitsu- 
bishi. Panasonic, a subsidiary of Matsushita, makes TVs in Illinois and VCRs in 
Washington, while NEC has production facilities outside Chicago. And the list 
goes on. 

Mitsubishi’s new ad campaign says it all: “Buy American, Buy Mitsubishi.” 

We agree with Schlosser when he says that Congressional action was largely 
symbolic, born more of frustration than anything else. We also liken it to sour

Super VHS Goes 
On Sale—in Japan 


It’s here! (Or rather, 
there.) Super VHS VCRs 
with horizontal resolu- 
tion exceeding 400 lines 
have arrived in Japanese 
stores, under Hitachi, 
Mitsubishi, Matsushita 
and Sharp logos. 

The prices are around 
$1,500 at current ex- 
change rates, which are 
unfavorable enough in 
dollar terms to cloud pre- 
dictions for the decks’ 
U.S. debut: $2,000 (the 
likely tab here) is a lot to 
pay for a VCR, even a Su- 
per one. Nevertheless, 
several firms, including 
Zenith and RCA, are ex- 
pected to offer models by 
summer’s end. (See “New 
Products” for previews 
of Zenith’s VRD700 and 
Hitachi’s VT-2700A.) 

JVC’s Super VHS mod- 
el, the HR-S7000, has 
separate chrominance 
and luminance jacks, dig- 
ital tuning, a luminance 
comb filter and hi-fi ster- 
eo sound. Hitachi is offer- 
ing two models, one with 
digital memory. Mitsu- 
bishi’s Super deck fea- 
tures noiseless special ef- 
fects and hi-fi sound, 
while Matsushita’s ver- 
sion has flying erase 
heads and a programming 
scanner that reads bar 
codes. 

At nearly $2,000 in Ja- 
pan, the costliest of 
Sharp’s three Super VHS 
machines features digital 
effects, a shuttle dial for 
editing and hi-fi sound. 
The companies expect 
their Supers to snare on- 
ly a small portion of the 
VCR market at first and 
increase slowly, much as 
hi-fi decks did when they 
were introduced. 

As for tapes, Japan’s 
charter Super VHS 
videophiles can choose 
among blank cassettes 
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from JVC, Matsushita, 
3M, TDK, Maxell and Fu- 
ji—and expect to pay 
about $21 for a two-hour 
reel. 


A Watch 
For Deep Pockets 


Panasonic’s long-de- 
layed Pocket Watch TV is 
finally available. Its 
sharp three-inch ac- 
tive-matrix screen daz- 
zled those who saw it at 
trade events as early as 
January 1986. But pro- 
duction and pricing prob- 
lems kept it from con- 
sumers despite company 
promises. Now it’s back 
for real with an AM/FM 
stereo radio added and a 
suggested price of $550, 
which is $250 above its 
initial target, and about 
$183 per diagonal inch. 


Living Room 
Bus Stop 


The consumer electron- 
ics industry has selected 
a single standard for au- 
tomating the control of 
all home devices, from 
audio/video systems and 
personal computers to 
lightbulbs. Specifications 
for the bus, a power line 
control system dubbed 
Homenet, will be revealed 
this fall by the Electronic 
Industries Association.

Out of Focus 

There is a glaring inaccuracy in your ar- 
ticle “Full-Sized Face Off’ (“The Cam- 
corner,” Apr. ’87) regarding the lenses 
on the RCA CMR-300 and the Panasonic 
PV-300 VHS camcorders. Woodcock 
writes that the 8.5 mm wide-angle lens 
of the PV-300 is wider than the 11.5 





mm lens of the RCA camera. But the ar- 
ticle fails to mention that the PV-300 has 
a half-inch pickup device while the CMR 
300 has a 2/3-inch pickup. In optics, fo- 
cal length and horizontal angle of view 
are mathematically related to the size of 
the pickup device that focuses on the 
image. The PV-300 has a horizontal field 
of view of about 41 degrees while the 
CMR-300’s field is a hair under 42 de- 
grees, hardly making it “potentially more 
useful when taping in cramped quarters.” 
The real difference between the lens- 
es is apparent at their telephoto ex- 
tremes. The PV-300’s field of view is 
5.3 degrees versus 7.3 degrees for the 
CMR-300. At a distance of 100 feet the 
PV-300 will get a shot that is 9.4 feet 
wide versus one that is 12.8 feet wide 
for the CMR-300.

Every recorded VHS, 

Beta and 8mm tape has 
control signals continuously 
throughout its length. These 
signals (along the bottom 
edge of VHS and Beta tapes, 
but elsewhere on 8mm tapes) 
tell the VCR which speed to 
use for playback, regardless 
of the speed for which the 
VCR is set. The A/V in- 
put/output jacks found on al- 
most all VCRs are at the 
back because most people 
want the wires to be out of 
sight. Many industrial VCRs, 
for which function is more 
important than good looks, 
place some of the input jacks 
on the front. Sony’s SL- 
HF1000 Beta VCR also has a 
set of front jacks.

More Super VHS 
After reading “Super 
VHS—A Great Leap For- 

ward” (Apr. ’87), I have some 

questions about the new for- 
mat. When will Super VHS 
machines be available, and at 
what cost? What does JVC say 
about compatibility? How 
much of the market does Su- 
per-VHS hope to reach? What 
about prerecorded movies in 

Super-VHS? What are people 

without the new machines ex- 

pected to do if they want to see 
these tapes? David B. Cohen 
Milwaukee, Wis. 


The first Super VHS 

VCRs should be available 
this fall. It’s expected they 
will sell for about $200 more 
than current high-end VCRs. 
This could place them in the 
$1,400 to $1,700 range, but 
pricing is uncertain now be- 
cause of the changing value 
of the yen compared to the 
dollar. Super VHS machines 
are not downwardly compati- 
ble. You won't be able to 
play a Super VHS tape on a 
standard VHS machine. The 
cassette will fit and thread, 
but the picture quality will be 
terrible because of electronic 
incompatibilities. Standard 
VHS tapes, however, will be 
playable on Super VHS ma- 
chines, which will have auto- 
matic circuits to switch them 
to standard VHS mode. It 
will also be possible to record 
standard VHS tapes on Super 
VHS machines, again by flip- 
ping a switch. 





The “Big Five” VHS man- 
ufacturers (JVC, Matsushita, 
Hitachi, Mitsubishi and 
Sharp) expect Super VHS to 
become the format of choice 
for most consumers in the 
coming decade, and a series 
of tabletop models and 
camcorders will eventually be 
introduced. Prerecorded soft- 
ware is also inevitable. But it 
is a year or more away, and 
may be phased in slowly as 
the population of Super VHS 
players grows. 


Pushing TV’s Limits 
Your story on Super VHS 
said that the new record- 

ers will have 430 lines of reso- 

lution. How will today’s TVs 
use the full power of these 

VCRs when the signals com- 

ing from TV stations have on- 

ly 330 lines? Bernard Litfen 
Brooklyn, N.Y. 


The current system lim- 

its the bandwidth of each 
TV channel to 6 megahertz, 
only 4.2 of which are availa- 
ble for the video signal. That 
translates to about 80 lines of 
resolution for every mega- 
hertz of bandwidth, or 336 
lines. Super VHS (and Sony’s 
Extended Definition Beta, 
which offers 500 lines of res- 
olution) will enable you to get 
the most out of what the 
broadcast system now offers. 
Current home video equip- 
ment can only deliver about 
240 lines. 


Disconnected 

I have a Sony CCD-V110 

8mm camcorder. If I 
were to connect its audio/video 
outputs to the inputs of a sep- 
arate VCR with, say, 400 
lines of resolution, would I get 
the full 400 lines on the 








VCR’s recorded tape? In other 
words, what is the resolution 
of the camera portion of the 
CCD-V110? I know that the 
recorder portion has a resolu- 
tion of about 240 lines, but 
can I get higher resolution by 
plugging my camcorder into 
the new Super VHS VCRs 
when they become available?

The horizontal resolution 

of the CCD chip in 
Sony’s CCD-V110 is about 
300 lines, which is more than 
the connected VCR can re- 
cord and more than many 
monitors can display, even in 
the direct electronics to elec- 
tronics mode, where no re- 
cording takes place. 

A better tape medium, like 
Super VHS or ED Beta, 
would capture more of the 
detail. However, connecting 
machines as you propose can 
make using the camcorder 
more difficult. Even if you ac- 
quire a Super VHS VCR, you 
may find it more practical to 
wait for a good high-resolu- 
tion Super VHS camcorder, 
which is also on the drawing 
board, or use a separate 
camera. Some tube-type con- 
sumer cameras can deliver 
480 lines of resolution. 


CED Sunset 

I notice that VIDEO’s 

tape and disc “Directory” 
still includes CED in the 
“Programming Legend.” I 
thought CED discs were not 
being made anymore. Is there 
a company that still produces 
CED discs? If not, why 
couldn’t RCA continue to pro- 
duce these discs in limited edi- 
tions? Steven Curtis

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CED discs are no longer made by 

RCA or anyone else. The last discs 
were pressed in late 1986. RCA said 
it would support the format as long as 
there was a “reasonable” demand for the 
discs and continued to press discs at a 
loss for three years after it stopped 
making the players. But with the arrival 
of lower-priced VCRs and the prolifera- 
tion of tape rental stores, the demand 
for CED discs died off dramatically: con- 
tinuing to press CED discs became eco- 
nomically impractical for RCA. However, 
more than 20 million were pressed, and 
some stores have been clearing out their 
CED inventories at prices ranging from 
98 cents to $5.98 making them real bar- 
gains for movie fans who still have CED 
players. 


Dubbing Trouble 

I just read your article on the Pan- 

asonic AG-1950 VHS VCR (“TV 
Den,” March ’87) and it sounds great, 
but what disturbs me is the lack of a split- 
track audio dub capability. With my San- 
sui AV-99 Special Effects Generator and 
its audio mixer, I can fade in and out 
trom an external audio source and the 
audio of a tape. Can I achieve sound-on- 
sound dubbing this way? Dennis M. Rios

Unfortunately, the AG-1950 VCR 

only has a monaural linear track, in 
addition to its Hi-Fi audio, which can’t be 
overdubbed. Your suggestion to mix two 
external audio sources into one and dub 
both together onto the linear track will 
work, but you'll lose the ability to listen 
to one channel or the other (a choice 
you would have if the machine did offer 
selecteble, split-track audio). Future 
versions of the AG-1950 should offer ad- 
ditional refinements that will appeal to 
discriminating videophiles. 


Scare Tactics 

I recently bought some Beta tapes at 

a flea market. They were blank but 
had apparently been used for movies 
shown on airlines. The titles had been 
ripped off, but on the top of the cassettes 
were FBI warnings that read, “Playing 
this cassette on a Home Video Player 
could cause severe damage to the video 
heads.” Is it possible to make a tape that 
can only be used on a certain kind of 
VCR and that would damage the heads 
on a regular VCR? Bob Billings

There are some ways to mate a 

VCR and a cassette so that it can 
only be played in the modified machine. 
One way is to install a switch inside the 
VCR that is triggered by a recognition 
hole drilled into the shell of the cassette. 
The idea is to prevent the VCR from 





Using 
such tape on conventional VCRs could 
lead to video head damage. But it’s high- 
ly unlikely your tapes are of this type. 
The warning is probably just an adroit 
psychological deterrent. 


playing conventional videotapes. Some 
hotels which offer a tape rental service 
for their rooms provide VCRs like this 
so you can’t play your own tapes on 
their equipment—only the ones you rent 
from them. 

There’s virtually no way that a tape 
manufactured for a line of industrial 
equipment can’t also be played back on 
consumer gear. One exception may in- 
volve the new metal particle videotape,

New Equipment & Shooting Tips 


Sony’s Ugly 
Duckling

Everyone remembers the 
fairy tale of the Ugly Duck- 
ling, who was so funny-look- 
ing and inelegant that he was 
scorned by all the other 
ducks in the pond. In the 
world of camcorders, the ug- 
ly duckling is Sony’s CCD-V1 
8mm Handycam. While Sony 
heavily promotes the more 
attractive CCD-V3 Auto 
Handycam and the full-fea- 
tured CCD-V110 Pro 8, the 
CCD-V1 is left to fend for it- 
self. But like the ugly duck- 
ling, the CCD-V1 may turn 
out to be a beautiful swan in 
disguise. 

The CCD-V1 looks like it 
was designed by bolting to- 
gether two existing compo- 
nents: the original Handycam 
and the EV-C8U record- 
er/player that came packed 
with it. And the CCD-V1 is 
less versatile than some of 
its siblings. Instead of the 
usual electronic viewfinder, it 
has a tubular optical view- 
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Sony’s CCD-V1 
8mm Handycam 


finder with three focus set- 
tings for distant, medium and 
close-up shots. There’s no 
auto-focusing zoom lens ei- 
ther, just a “normal” focal 
length lens. 

But the CCD-V1 has a few 
innovative features that 
aren’t shared by its competi- 
tors. A customized integrated 
circuit translates the control 
track signals recorded on the 
8mm tape into a linear time 
readout, displaying hours, 
minutes and seconds on an 
LCD “Data Display System.” 
You can switch the display to 
a standard four-digit lap coun- 
ter. The Data Display pro- 
vides other information, too, 
including battery condition, 
dew warning, and whether 
the record lock tab has been 
activated. The only other 
camcorder with this feature 
is Sony’s $2,000 CCD-V110. 

The V1 also comes with an 

































RM-87 wired remote control. 
It’s as versatile as any infra- 
red remote, controlling stop, 
play, record, still/pause, 
frame advance, forward and 
reverse search and shuttle, 
and power on/off. If you real- 
ly need a wireless remote 
control, you can buy the op- 
tional RM-15 1K remote com- 
mander: Both gadgets plug 
into the Control L jack on the 
CCD-V1’s back. 

The Control L is important 
for editing too, whether you 
intend to use the CCD-V1 as 
an 8mm player or recorder, 
since the jack can connect to 
Sony’s RME-100 Edit Con- 








troller. Like almost all of 
Sony’s 8mm VCRs, the 

CCD-V1 has a flying-erase 
head for crisp transitions 
from shot to shot. 

The CCD-V1 is an easy 
machine to handle, owing to 
the angled styling of the grip 
and the vertical orientation of 
the camcorder itself, which 
places most of the weight in 
the recorder section on the 
bottom. The grip lets you 
rest your elbow near your 
waist to help steady your 
shots and keep your arm 
from going to sleep. 

The CCD-V1 uses the 
same 250,000-pixel CCD 
pickup found in all of Sony’s 
other 8mm camcorders. The 
15mm f/1.6 lens is sensitive 
to light as low as 16 
lux at maximum 

aperture. Picture 
quality is on a par 
with the other Handy- 
cams, although not 
quite as good as the 

deluxe CCD-V110, 
which sells for twice as 
much. 
Adding to the versatility of 
this underrated camcorder is 
the CCD-V1’s ability to dou- 
ble as a regular VCR by 
feeding it the signal from an 
external tuner or monitor/re- 
ceiver for taping programs off 
the air. You can do that with 
the Pro 8 but not with the 
CCD-V3 Auto Handycam. 

The CCD-V1, with its 
clunky appearance, looks like 
a prototype that escaped 
from the lab. Although it 
works well it lacks the polish 
designers usually add to a 
product before it’s released 
to the public. Indeed, its 
genesis reveals an interesting 
side to the heated race to 
bring camcorders of all for- 
mats to market. 

When Sony first previewed 
the V1 last summer, it gave 
no indication that any other 
upgraded 8mm camcorder 
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was being readied for sale. But tim- 

ing is critical in the world of consumer 
electronics. At the same time, Olympus 
unveiled its 8mm model, the VX-801. It 
was light and small, only a few inches 
and ounces larger than Sony’s point-and- 
shoot Handycam, but it was full-fea- 
tured. It has a compact power zoom 
lens, macro focusing, an electronic view- 
finder, a flying erase head, and the abili- 
ty to record and play back, either from 
the camera section or from an external 
audio/video input. It was an instant hit,

especially with photo dealers who were 
looking for another brand name 8mm 
camcorder to complement Canon’s VM- 
E10. 

Did the appearance of the full-featured 
Olympus catch Sony off guard? Did Sony 
really think that the CCD-V1, with its 
limited features, would represent the 
next generation of “Handy” camcorders? 
The CCD-V110 was probably already on 
the drawing board, but my hunch is that 
the CCD-V3, which closely matches the 
Olympus in size, weight and features, 
had not yet been conceived. 

How fast can you design and build a 
brand new product? If you’re Sony, you 
can do it very fast, and I’m convinced 
that, once Sony saw the Olympus, it im- 
mediately set its engineers and design- 
ers on an around-the-clock schedule, re- 
sulting in the CCD-V3’s debut late last 
August. 

But full-scale manufacturing of the V1 
had already begun. So, although the new 
camcorder had suddenly became an old 
camcorder, Sony still had an inventory of 
camcorders that had to be sold. In most 
stores, the CCD-V1 has been selling for 
$800 or less, complete with the remote 
control, a battery and a battery charg- 
er/adapter. Its list price is $999. 

The CCD-V1 may not have the ele- 
gant styling of the Auto Handycam or 
other models, but it’s a sturdy work- 
horse with many worthwhile features. If 
you don’t need a zoom lens or an EVF, 
but want the versatility of a camcorder 
that can record from the built-in camera 
or from an external tuner, the CCD-V1 
may be just what you’re looking for. As 
Bob Barker would say, “the price is 
right.”

Office.

he Couch And The Camera 


WHEN THE SMITHSON FAMILY ENTERED MY OFFICE, | 
THEIR DESPAIR WAS ALMOST PALPABLE. HERE WAS ' 
Mr. Smithson, 42, a successful Wall Street lawyer in a pin-stripe 
suit with a tasteful tie, a pleasant face. Here was Mrs. Smith- 
son, 40, an advertising executive, obviously bright and socially 
adept, and here was their daughter, Jenny, 23, a struggling 
actress and a bulimic. Bulimia is a strange disorder that afflicts 
many young women around the country these days. Jenny, for 
mysterious reasons, had an irrational fear of getting fat (actual- 
ly, she had a lovely figure) and an overwhelming compulsion to 
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eat tons of junk food. So, at least 15 times 
a day, after her binges, she’d make her- 
self vomit. 

As a practicing child and adult psychia- 
trist, I knew a great deal about eating 
disorders like bulimia and anorexia ner- 
vosa, the illness during which people can 
starve themselves to death while still be- 
lieving themselves to be overweight. I 
knew that, besides whatever biochemi- 
cal and genetic factors might be playing a 
role in Jenny’s disorder, family relation- 
ships were affecting her illness in some 
way—maybe prolonging it, maybe co- 
vertly supporting it. I had to find out all I 
could about the Smithsons and how they 
communicated with each other. Along 
with the usual ways psychiatrists collect 
data on their patients—good history-tak- 
ing, asking about dreams and fantasies, 
doing psychological tests, etc.—I de- 
cided I would learn a great deal about this 
family by videotaping a few sessions. 

From talks with colleagues around the 
country, I knew that for an increasing 
number of therapists, educators, and re- 
searchers, video has opened a whole 
new world, one that can poten- 
tially advance therapeutic re- 
search, improve the training of 
neophyte therapists, and en- 
hance therapy itself. Some psy- 
chiatrists love the technical side 
of videotaping as much as the 
medical work itself. Others con- 
cern themselves only with 
what’s on the tape and leave 
technical matters to their crew. 
Yet those who have made video a 
part of their psychiatric work are 
stirred by its seemingly limitless 
possibilities. And, yes, they are 
just as concerned about main- 
taining patients’ privacy along the way, 
which is why the names of patients in this 
story are pseudonyms. 

Privacy was also a major concern for 
Jenny Smithson. In the first taping ses- 
sion, she described growing up ina home 
where, as an only child, she never felt 
any privacy. Her parents insisted she had 
always been allowed privacy. But my 
General Electric 9-96 10 VHS camcorder 
taped Jenny’s mother crowding in close 
to her daughter, often picking flecks of 
dust and threads from Jenny’s clothing 
and frequently trying to close the space 
on the couch between them. Jenny, on 
the other hand, tried to move away from 
her mother and occasionally grimaced 
when her mother picked off the “dust.” 
However, she never complained or even 
seemed too aware of this nonverbal com- 
munication between them. They were all 
amazed when I showed them this part of 
the tape. 














DISCOVERING VIDEO 

Even in the pre-video era, psychia- 
trists used still photography, motion pic- 
tures, and audio tape. When video tech- 
nology became more available in the ear- 
ly 60s, few psychiatrists realized its po- 
tential. One exception was Dr. Ian Alger, 
Clinical Professor of Psychiatry at the 
Albert Einstein College of Medicine in 
New York City and a consultant to the 
Video Subcommittee of the American 
Psychiatric Association. Alger and his 
colleague, Dr. Peter Hogan, were given 
an enormous two-inch videotape ma- 
chine by the Sony Corporation to experi- 
ment with in their private practice. They 
also used one-inch reel-to-reel tape. 

They would tape therapy sessions on 
one machine, show the patient the play- 
back and record the patient’s response to 
viewing the just-completed tape ona sec- 
ond machine. Alger soon found video 
particularly useful in group therapy. He 
taped sessions so group members could 
observe their reactions to each other 
with far more information than they had 
without the tape.

In one taped session, Ellen Wilson, a 
group member, complained to her hus- 
band that he usually looked down on her 
and did not show her enough respect. 
Doug Wilson vehemently denied this. Af- 
ter Alger said, “Let’s go to the vid- 
eotape, ” there it was for all to see: Ellen 
was talking but her husband wasn’t lis- 
tening. His expression was disdainful. 
Even his body faced away from his wife. 
The camera had told the truth, and Doug 
could finally see what was upsetting his 
wife. The couple had its work cut out for 
them. 

The Smithsons also began to see, 
through the videotape and the sessions, 
that they were having problems in how 
they communicated with each other. For 
example, Mr. Smithson rarely got angry 
at his wife or Jenny. But Jenny often said 
she knew when he was upset, because 
he’d stiffen and his voice would change. 
Again, the videotape proved her point. 








Some sessions became heated. Mr. 
Smithson didn’t want to watch the rerun 
of a session in which Jenny actually yelled 
at him before breaking down and crying. 
Emotions ran high. Even I, the so-called 
neutral professional, grew anxious. At 
that moment, I wished I had been work- 
ing with Dr. Minuchin. 

Salvadore Minuchin, a world re- 
knowned family therapist and author, is 
another psychiatric video pioneer. 
Minuchin also used two-inch tape in the 
early 60s when he directed the Wiltwyck 
School for Boys, in Yorktown Heights, 
N.Y. He taped his sessions with dis- 
turbed youngsters and their families to 
sharpen his staff's work with these diffi- 
cult cases. Later, as head of the Philadel- 
phia Child Guidance Clinic, Minuchin pro- 
duced hundreds of tapes of families in a 
building designed for extensive videotap- 
ing. He switched to VHS when it became 
available so more of his staff would have 
easy access to the tapes. 

His aim in using video has always been 
to educate psychiatrists and other mental 
health professionals. In Philadelphia he 





developed an extensive videotape collec- 
tion. Now, as director of Family Studies, 
Inc., in New York City, he uses a cam- 
corder to tape interviews with cancer 
patients and their families in the hospital 
and at home. “I would not know how to 
teach without videotape,” he told me. 


PRIVATE EYES 


How do families react to being taped? 
Initially, the Smithsons, including their 
actress daughter, were not at all enthusi- 
astic, and suspected my motives. “My 
father is afraid to find out what a creep he 
can be!” Jenny said. 

But families rarely refuse. Minuchin 
says the groups he tapes understand that 
the tapes are used only by professionals 
for their own education. Does the cam- 
era’s presence interfere? Minuchin 
starts by getting a group used to the 
gear. “At times,” he said, “I start a ses- 
sion by saying to the children, “There are 








some funny things in this room. I want 
you to tell me how many funny things you 
see.’”” The children might say they see 
two microphones, a camera, etc. “You’re 
absolutely right,” exclaims Minuchin. 
Then everyone forgets about the “funny 
things” and gets down to business. He 
respects a family’s right to privacy and 
erases the tape if a family refuses to sign 
a release after a session. 

Although I was working hard with the 
Smithsons, they were basically a sound 
and functioning family. Some families I 
have seen and taped had members who 
were very disturbed, even psychotic, 
people out of touch with reality. But the 
severity of their disorders doesn’t mean 
that video cannot be applied to their 
treatment. Dr. Sheila Cantor, a Canadian 
child psychiatrist, uses videotape to 
work with one such very unusual kind of 
patient: the schizophrenic child. Schizo- 
phrenia is a devastating illness in which 
children and adults may have hallucina- 
tions, thinking disorders, paranoid and 
bizarre ideas, and extreme difficulty re- 
lating to others. Cantor, Medical Direc- 
tor of the Schizophrenia Treatment and 
Research Foundation of Manitoba, Inc., 
runs two programs in the Manitoba 
school system for these special children. 

Using VHS recorders and time-coding 
for easy access later on, Dr. Cantor 
tapes these children in various situa- 
tions, from the classroom to the lunch- 
room. She also tapes staff interventions 
with the children and monitors their 
progress as time goes by. 

Some results are amazing. One time, 
the camera recorded a four-year-old boy 
hallucinating though none of the staff 
were aware of it. The tape showed the 
child turning toward and responding to 
hallucinated voices and visions. He was 
also blinking rapidly as if to blink away 
hallucinations. 

Another time, Cantor allowed a very 
disturbed teenager to see himself on 
tape. “Billy had been psychotic all of his 
life and never understood what people 
meant by ‘Stop that craziness!’”’Cantor 
told me. “When he saw himself on vid- 
eotape, he was horrified. He said, ‘I do 
that? That’s goofy.’ It was interesting to 
see how he responded to his own behay- 
ior. He finally understood why he gets 
teased and beaten up. It’s a lot easier 
now getting home to him that his behav- 
ior is unacceptable.” 


BREAKING THROUGH 

I was hoping for some similar kind of 
breakthrough in my work with the Smith- 
sons. It didn’t happen. Sometimes I 
taped Jenny alone and let her view the 
tape without her parents. I had hoped

that, confronted with her own descrip- 
tion of bingeing and vomiting she would 
be so shook up (as I had been) that she 
would begin to stop. How could I have 
been so naive! Although my own set- 
up—the GE camcorder and a 13-inch 
Sony color TV—was pretty basic, I had 
hoped the technology would bring dra- 
matic changes to my psychiatric work. 
Since psychotherapy is an art as well 
as a science, I should have known better. 
“Video is a very important tool, but psy- 
chotherapy is the process that does the 
healing.” Those were comforting words 
to me from Dr. Edward Sanford, M.D., 
Clinical Director of the Taylor Manor 
Hospital in Ellicott City, Md. Sanford’s 
use of video is far more complex than 
mine. Pursuing a lifelong interest in elec- 
tronics, he started by audio taping psy- 
chotherapy sessions in the 60s. Today, 











he videotapes them. 

For Sanford, the patient’s response to 
the taped sessions is the key to self-in- 
sight and growth. He calls his method 
“relevance-oriented video therapy.” Pa- 
tients in therapy—group members in 
particular—watch taped sessions and in- 
dicate where certain “relevant” events 
occurred. A microprocessor-based con- 
troller digitally identifies and retrieves 
any or all the segments and plays them 
back. Using computer-generated statis- 
tics, Sanford can analyze how different 
group members have defined “rele- 
vance” and how they compare to his own 
observations. He can also analyze how 
their perceptions change over time. This 
is not as cold and impersonal as it sounds, 
insists Sanford, who finds video a valua- 
ble tool to help break through the normal 
resistances all people have about looking 
at themselves and facing their problems. 

There’s another, sometimes contro- 
versial, use for video technology: the 
evaluation of children suspected of hav- 
ing been sexually abused. Dr. David Cor- 
win, a child psychiatrist and Assistant 
Clinical Professor of Psychiatry at the 
UCLA School of Medicine is a leader in 
this field. Corwin founded the Los Ange- 
les Task Force on Interviewing Sexually 
Abused Children in 1981 to make evalu- 
ating these children as humane and 
nontraumatic as possible. 

Videotaping initial interviews with sus- 
pected victims seems to reduce the fur- 
ther harm that can be done to them by 
repeated sessions with other doctors, 
defense lawyers, district attorneys, so- 
cial workers, and others. In fact the 
American Academy of Child and Adoles- 
cent Psychiatry has endorsed the use of 
videotape in evaluating such children. 
Far from acting as a detective, judge or 
jury, the video camera simply records 
the child’s response to questions as well 
as the skill and objectivity of the inter- 
viewer. 

“It’s incredible to see the kinds of 
emotions and nonverbal behaviors many 
sexually abused kids demonstrate when 
talking about such experiences,” said 
Corwin. “Those are much more compel- 
ling than the words themselves.” He re- 
called an interview with six-year-old 
Amy, who had trouble describing in 
words what an adult had apparently done 
to her. However, in her play, recorded 
vividly by the camera, she acted out in 
shocking detail what had happened. 

Four-and-a-half-year-old Debbie had 
refused to talk about how she had been 
abused. Evidence suggested she had 
been hurt, but without some direct state- 
ment from her, the prosecution would

The following is designed to help 
you narrow the hunt for a high-value 
VCR to those most likely to meet your 
needs. The accompanying chart lists 
more than 130 VHS and Beta brands 
and models, with information about 
both basic and exotic features. It in- 
cludes a special value guide to help 
you identify the best bets in terms of 
features and price (see sidebar). Re- 
member that prices are those sug- 
gested by manufac-

counts, often substantial, are common. 
Note also that some of yesterday’s luxury 
features are now virtually standard. We'll 
get into today’s deluxe features, but let’s 
start with what you should definitely ex- 
pect to find in a mid-priced machine. 

Virtually every machine, regardless of 
price, now has visible picture search, a 
programmable timer, a remote control, 
and multi-speed recording and playback, 
although their quality and versatility vary. 

The clarity of the picture search, for 
example, depends on other VCR factors, 
such as the number of speeds the VCR can 
handle, as well as the number of its video 
heads. Every VCR needs at least two vid- 
eo heads to record and play back tape. 
Most low-cost VCRs have only two heads 
to perform all the recording and playback 
tasks, regardless of speed. All VHS ma- 
chines perform at the “standard play” (SP) 
speed, which provides the best picture and 
sound but uses the tape the fastest. For 
longer programs, the slower “extended 
play” (EP, a.k.a. SLP) speed is available. It 
triples recording time but at a loss in quali- 
ty. Both speeds are standard on all con- 
sumer VCRs. 

A third, middle speed, called “long play” 
(LP) is available only on some VCRs, LP 
doubles recording time to four hours and 
provides a better video picture than EP but 
not as good as SP. VCRs from Hitachi, 
RCA, Panasonic, GE and some other 
brands record and play back at LP, while 
machines from JVC, Zenith and Akai play 
back at LP but cannot record at it. A few 
brands, like Toshiba, offer only SP and EP 
record and play. 

If you’re new to video, two speeds may 
be all you'll ever need. Use SP for high 
quality (it’s the speed virtually all prere- 
corded movies use) and EP for programs 
you may watch just once. If you already 
have a library of LP tapes, a VCR that fully 
supports the LP speed may be a better 
investment. Note that many of the VCRs 
that play LP tapes do only that. While you 
can move the tape at high speed when you 
press picture search, you won't see a pic- 
ture, just a blank screen; ditto for any spe- 
cial effects like still frame, frame advance 
and slow motion. 

For a multi-speed VCR to offer clear 
picture search and special effects at all its 
speeds it needs a second set of video 
heads. Some brands, like Hitachi, RCA, 
Pentax and minolta, use three or five video 
heads to achieve clear picture search and 
special effects at both high and low speeds. 

Extra video heads will also improve the 
quality of the recordings you make, espe- 
cially at the fast SP speed, where the wider 
heads designed for the speed place wider 
video tracks on the tape. Your tapes will 
even play back more readily on a different 
VCR. With tapes made on a two-head 
VCR, you're more likely to have to adjust 
the tracking control to eliminate streaks

How to Use The Value Guide 


Medium-priced VCRs present con- 
sumers with an awesome variety of fea- 
tures and prices. To help direct you 
toward those likeliest to meet your 
needs, we've rated the VCRs in the 
accompanying chart by the value of 
each machine’s features as they relate 
to its price. Here’s how it works: 

The ratings in the “Value Guide” col- 
umn were obtained by dividing each 
deck’s list price by a figure summing up 
that VCR’s features. The “Feature 
Points,” which are also charted, are the 
sum of each machine’s basic and special 
features, with extra weight assigned to 
features (like MTS) that dramatically 
improve performance and those, like 
picture-in-picture, that are still relative- 
ly exotic. 

The ratings thus balance features 
against cost: the lower the number, the 
better the value; in effect, the more 
features per dollar. Among the VCRs in 





the chart, the Value Guide ranges from 
10, for models by Fisher, Magnavox 
and Sanyo, to 28.5 for Lloyd's entry, 
with the majority falling between 12 and 
18. Since street prices vary greatly 
from list prices, you may wish to use 
the Feature Points column to arrive at 
your own value ratings based on locally 


-advertised prices. Simply divide the 


discounted price by that VCR’s feature 
points. 

Some caveats: the Value Guide does 
not take account of qualitative perform- 
ance measures such as those covered in 
“Videotests,” differences in styling or 
craftsmanship or features not report- 
ed by manufacturers. Certain charac- 
teristics, such as the sophistication of 
remote controls, are not considered. 
We recommend you use the ratings as a 
guide—not a final scorecard—to focus 
on value as you shop for a VCR.

TIMERS TO TUNERS 


A VCR’s programmable timer can em- 
ploy simple pushbuttons or elaborate 
onscreen displays to record a few events 
or many. Some mid-priced models offer 
both buttons and displays. Onscreen pro- 
gramming is more in vogue, however, and 
Akai’s VS-115, for $550, and NEC’s DX- 
1000, for $699, are two of the many models 
on which it is offered. Even ifall you need is 
a one-day/one-event timer, the days of 
such simplicity are fading. Most models 
now offer two-, four-, six- or eight-event 
capability over as few as seven days, or up 
to a year, whether you want it or not. 

Once the exclusive domain of deluxe 
VCRs, multi-function remote controls are 
now almost universal. Basic functions in- 
clude stop, play, record, and forward and 
reverse picture search and tape wind. Add- 
ed features include still frame, frame ad-

vance, slow motion (fixed on some ma- 
chines, variable on others), up and down 
channel change (which can automate TV 
channel selection), fast play and ten-digit 
keyboards. 

Mechanical ‘“‘turret-type” tuners that 
click between channels have given way to 
sleeker, more efficient pushbutton tuners. 
The simplest have 12 or 14 buttons and are 
set to receive all VHF frequencies com- 
monly used by commercial TV stations. 
UHF stations can also be received, but you 
have to adjust the tuner for each station. 
Lloyd’s L-824A, for $650, and Emerson’s 
VCR-951, for $600, are examples of ma- 
chines with this type of tuner. 

More versatile is the voltage-synthesis 
tuner, which replaces the preset buttons 
with an up/down channel selector and a 
tuner memory for as many as 80 different 
channels. You'll find tuners of this type on 
Hitachi’s VT-1430, for $599, and the Pen- 
tax PV-T30, for $559. 

The most sophisticated VCR tuner uses

frequency synthesis, and some models can 
receive more frequencies than are current- 
ly being used. Instead of being limited to a 
fixed number of channels, the VCR can 
hold all the channels that are available, and 
access each with the remote control. 
RCA’s VMT-595, for $629, has a frequen- 
cy-synthesis tuner able to directly select 
any of 119 pre-tuned channels. 

If you have cable, you have to select 
your programming through the cable com- 
pany’s decoder box, which means most of 
your tuner’s features won’t be used. You'll 
only need a tuner that receives a good 
picture on channel 3 or 4, the channel to 
which the cable box is designed to “broad- 
cast.” 

Money spent on so-called “cable-ready” 
VCRs will be wasted if your cable company 
uses a special decoder box to scramble 
programming and control its distribution. 
However, not all cable companies do this. 
Some use simple converter boxes to pro-

Sound like a movie? It should. Ever 
since Charlie Chaplin’s 1915 By the Sea, 
littoral breezes and romantic scenes 
have gone hand in celluloid hand. But 
for a brief period—roughly 1959 to 
1967—beach movies positively 
flourished as the progeny of the baby 
boom turned teen and looked to movies 
for glamorous cultural role models. 

Although the films now seem tame 
and blithely distant frorn the real world,

they are an expression of the era’s ideal- 
ized values, shaped by the then-prevalent 
notion that young people should con- 
centrate on having fun and not concern 
themselves with “adult” issues. From the 
standpoint of worried parents, surfing 
seemed like a perfectly innocuous outlet 
for teen exuberance. Let Gidget explain it 
her way.

Watching those guys 
riding in on waves ten feet high, standing up 
like bitchen lamp-posts, 1s something you 
can’t forget for the rest of your life.

Surfing had been native to Hawaii for 
ages and had been popular in California 
since the early part of this century. But 
until the publication of Kohner’s 1957 nov- 
































el, Gidget, most of those not fortunate 
enough to live on a warm Pacific shoreline 
had never seen or heard much about the 
initial inspiration for what we know as 
beach movies. 

The original Gidget was Frederick 
Kohner’s daughter, Kathy. It was her fas- 
cination with surfing (and the colorful slang 
she uttered around the house) that 
prompted Kohner to write the first of nine 
short novels—centered around the 
eponymous “girl-midget”—which effec- 
tively introduced surfing to America. 

He had no idea what he’d begun. In early 
1959, Gidget caught the first crest of a 
developing wave of youth movies that 
would dominate the ’60s. It came through 
the Columbia Pictures pipeline as a stand- 
ard smaller-budget “A” picture, with all the 
ingredients of a good box-office bet. It was 
based ona bestseller and showcased some 
of Hollywood’s more popular young ac- 
tors—Sandra Dee (near the height of her 
stardom), Cliff Robertson (pre-PT-109) 
and James Darren. In an early stab at the 
movie-music crossover that would drive 
films in the ’70s and ’80s, there were ample 
song opportunities for Darren and the Four 
Preps.

It worked. While not a record-breaking 
moneymaker, Gidget was a solid success. 
This story of an appealing tomboy questing 
after the perfect wave and the ideal candi- 
date for first love hinges on Gidget’s dis- 
covering the difference between lust and 
love, but it also has room for lots of flirting, 
surf footage and the big luau, complete 
with a band playing on the beach. 

Concurrently, Time magazine published 
an investigative report on the wild students 
overrunning Fort Lauderdale, Florida dur- 
ing their annual spring break. That prompt- 
ed Glendon Swarthout (whose novels in- 
clude Bless the Beasts and Children and 
The Shootist) to write a 1960 bestseller that 
became the hugely popular film, Where the 
Boys Are, starring Delores Hart, Paula 
Prentiss, Yvette Mimieux, George Hamil- 
ton, Jim Hutton and singer Connie Francis. 
A lot of melodrama, a little music and plen- 
ty of joie de vivre makes the film an interest- 
ing artifact of ’60s culture, sort of a teen- 
aged version of The Group. (The title, if 
little else, was borrowed for the utterly 
useless Where the Boys Are '84, a Lisa 
Hartman vehicle of no note. ) 

Later in 1961, the newest state in the 

















Union provided the setting for Gidget Goes 
Hawaiian and Elvis Presley’s Blue Ha- 
wait. His film was a top grosser; hers fi- 
nanced a 1963 trip to Italy (Gidget Goes to 
Rome). A megatrend was born. Kids were 
at last old enough and mobile enough to

command their own share of the movie 
marketplace. 

For moviemakers, the beach was in 
many ways an ideal setting. As a summer 
vacation locale it attracted young people in 
large numbers and provided lots of cine- 
matic boy-meets-girl material. As a bonus, 








a beach full of attractive, clean-cut kids 
wearing bathing suits gave the films polite 
sex appeal for viewers of both genders. It 
wasn’t difficult to incorporate music; on a 
logistical plane, the schlep to Malibu is a 
quick drive from most studios.

What becomes a teen icon most? A

Panic in the Year Zero! which, he re- 
calls, “was received very well, number 
one by the press and number two by the 
public who went to see it.” 

Annette says she didn’t know any- 
thing about the film until approached by 
her boss. “Mr. Disney came to me one 
day and said, ‘I’ve read the script [of 
Beach Party] and | think it’s very funny 
and I think it’s good for you. I only make 
one request of you and that’s that you 
don’t wear a bikini.’ ”’ She assented—“I 
respected Mr. Disney and I would nev- 
er do anything except what he asked of 
me”—and the rest is teen-film history. 

One thing Frankie and Annette are 
certain about is the onscreen chemistry 
that helped make the early films so pop- 
ular: They like each other. Frankie, re- 
garding Annette: “I’ve always admired 
her. We had dated each other before, 














so when we went to the screen there 
was still a spark there, and we've main- 
tained our friendship for over 25 
years.” Annette on Frankie: “We make 
one another laugh and | think people 
realize that. It isn’t just one star work- 
ing with another star.” 

Annette also credits their beach 
movies’ popularity to “the big thing go- 
ing on when they made the mov- 
ies—the surfing craze” and their being 
“just good, clean fun. People like to get 
to a movie theater and laugh and see 
people enjoy themselves and feel the 
kind of romance Frankie and I had be- 
cause it was always pure and good.” 

Frankie feels that, “In those days the 
youth market was neglected. We were

-by Gidget’s popularization of surfing. 


But the moviemakers were adults 
—nervous adults who, in the early 1960s, 
seem to have had sex on the brain. In The 
New York Times, Bosley Crowther said 
Where the Boys Are “looks and sounds like a 
chummy dramatization of the Kinsey Re- 
port,” and he was right. Kids, the demands 
of their hormones, and the consequences 
of meeting those demands were Topics A, 
B and C in the early beach movies, with 
paranoid emphasis on the consequences. 
As The Times noted of Gidget, “Parental 
trust is fine, but [Gidget’s parents] might 
have thought twice about unleashing their 
sprouting 16-year-old before sensible but 
red-blooded beach athletes.” Showing kids 
how to say no is what these films are mainly 
about. 


SURFING AS SUBLIMATION 


Outdoor sports have long been thought a 
“safe” outlet for adolescent sexual tension. 
Gidget’s comparison of the thrill of surfing 
to the horror of a date will strike relief into 
the heart of the most anxious parent, as 
should Tuggle’s (Paula Prentiss) suppos- 
edly progressive declaration in Where the 
Boys Are: “Girls like me weren't built to be 
educated, we were made to have children. 
That’s my ambition—to be a walking, talk- 
ing baby factory. Legal, of course, and with 
union labor.” 

Of course, the East Coast girls in Where 
the Boys Are don’t surf, and they have only 
a fortnight in which to score. They’re also a 
few years older than the high schoolers of 
Gidget and therefore concentrate their ef- 
forts more on what Merit (played by De-

lores Hunt, who later became a nun) refers 
to as “backseat bingo.” This is reflected in 
the morality-play endings of both films, and 
in the even more sex-obsessed Gidget 
Goes Hawaiian, the last beach movie of 
this era to address sex seriously. 

When the second sequel, Gidget Goes to 
Rome (1963), maintained the series’ popu- 
larity without concentrating on the birds 
and bees, the moviemakers could conclude 
that discussions of sex per se were not 
packing kids into theaters. Jt, as far as the 
executives were concerned, was innocent 
seaside romance and all its trappings—the 
summer thrills of surfing, cruising and es- 
pecially dancing. Just before the Beatles 
(1962-64) was the era of the Twist, the 
Monkey, the Watusi and the Swim. Al- 
though these seem amusingly old-fash- 
ioned now, adults raised on the foxtrot 
found the dances sexual, weird and threat- 
ening. And making movies about kid stuff 
that looked weird was not typical of major 
studios or stars. 

Enter American International Pictures 
(AIP). In 1955, Samuel Z. Arkoff and 
James H. Nicholson founded the legendary 
studio and made such high-concept junk- 
film classics as Reform School Girl, Motor- 
cycle Gang, The Bonnie Parker Story and 
other lurid drive-in fare. AIP’s ini- 
tial beach-movie foray was Beach Party, 
which concentrated on Frankie Avalon and 
former Mouseketeer Annette Funicello 
but kept the generation gap alive by 
top-billing Bob Cummings and Dorothy 
Malone. Cummings plays an anthropolo- 
gist whose project is “the youth of today.” 
He spies peeping tom-ishly on the kids as 
though they were some exotic tribe. Rock-

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bout a year ago Mitsubishi introduced the first con- 
sumer TV with a 35-inch picture tube. Sharp and 
others have since since announced 35-inch mod- 
els, and shown tube sets as large as 42 
inches in Japan. 

Sales of projection systems, meanwhile, have 
been climbing—by about 35 percent each in 1984 and 
1985, 15 percent last year, and by an estimated 25 per- 
cent this year—despite surveys showing that many peo- 
ple know very little about large-screen systems or associ- 
ate them with inferior picture quality. 

To find out how giant tubes stand up against projection 
TVs, while taking a look at some of the newer projection 
systems, we invited our editors to conduct VIDEO’s third 
“Eyes On” comparison. Since the largest direct-view 
screens are only as big as the smallest projection sys- 
tems, we selected four models with screens ranging from 
35 to 37 inches: Magnavox’s 37-inch RG8501, Mitsu- 
bishi’s direct-view 35-inch CK-3502R, Quasar’s PR4720, 
and Sony’s 36-inch KPR-36XBR. 

As in previous Eyes On tests, we used only our eyes to 
evaluate the equipment; calibrated test signals and con- 
ventional pictures served as image sources. Both were 
supplied by a Pioneer LD-838D LaserVision player be- 
cause it delivers the highest quality pictures available to 
consumers. The test signals came from special discs 
designed to help engineers test LaserVision players.

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Eyes On 


The conventional pictures came both 
from special test discs and discs of popular 
films, such as Raiders of the Lost Ark. The 
video signal was fed to the four sets 
through a broadcast-grade distribution am- 
plifier. The audio signal was not supplied 
because our goal was to compare picture 
quality only. However, we recommend 
that audio be processed and delivered by 
your hi-fi system. 





Pioneer’s 40-inch SD-P40, one of the 
finest projection systems available, was 
used to display some of the test material as 
a guide to the degree of quality that top 
projection systems can deliver. It is not, 
however, included in the evaluations. 

The Magnavox RG8501 is a compact 


rear projection system with a patented 
projection screen that beams its optimum 
image to a viewer seated about 13 feet 
away. The recommended viewing area is 
between five and 20 feet from the screen 
and within 40 degrees of the center. Its 
channel tuner decodes MTS and SAP audio 
from a single RF input. It has one set of 
stereo audio/video input jacks and one out- 
put jack.

The Mitsubishi CK-3502R uses a slight- 
ly curved picture tube that does not re- 
strict the viewing angle as much as projec- 
tion types, and rests telatively close to the 
floor. Its MTS/SAP-capable tuner has two 
RF inputs but no loop-through output to let 
you feed it directly from a cable source

while using the second input for descram- 
bled channels. There are 68 channels in the 
cable tuning sequence, two stereo audio/ 
video or RGB inputs, and a stereo audio/ 
video output. In addition, stereo may be 
simulated from mono material. The remote 
controls volume, treble, bass, brightness, 
color, tint and the basic functions of Mitsu- 
bishi’s HS-430UR VCR. 

The Quasar PR4720’s optimum viewing 
area is from eight to 53 feet from the 
screen and not more than 60 degrees off 
center to either side. The 99-channel tuner 
has two RF inputs, one of which loops back 
out for external decoding in a cable box, 
reducing the external wiring needed for 
scrambled channels. There is one stereo 
A/V input, an A/V output with a fixed ster- 
eo level and a variable stereo output for 
feeding a hi-fi system. The remote also 
controls basic operations of some Panason- 
ic VCRs. 

The Sony KPR-36XBR’s recommended 
viewing angle is up to 80 degrees from each 
side of its center line and from six to 40 
feet. The 125-channel tuner has the dual 
RF input with loop-through output to the 
cable box. It accepts three stereo/video 
inputs, one fixed stereo A/V output for 
recording, plus a variable audio output for 
feeding a hi-fi system. It decodes MTS 
stereo and SAP but can also feed mono 
audio through one speaker and SAP 
through the other. Its remote control oper- 
ates all recent Sony VCRs—picture and 
audio controls as well as the basic func- 
tions. 

And now, the envelopes please...

watched the World Series in bars, bars 
with projection TVs big enough to let me 
read the players’ names. In January I got a 
new 14-inch monitor, so I decided to invite 
a couple dozen friends over for the Super 
Bowl. Naturally, even into the fourth case 
of beer, my guests were still complaining 
that they couldn’t see Phil McConkey’s 
face (not that anyone would want to). 

Sports are played by big people in big 
stadiums, so it seems appropriate to watch 
sports ona big TV. If you're having people 
over, you want everyone to be able to see 
the action, and there’s the rub with projec- 
tion TVs—the picture blurs into a mess of 
colored light if you sit too far off center. Of 
the three projection sets we viewed, the 
Sony seemed to have the widest viewing 
angle, while the Quasar and the Magnavox 
lost clarity at about 45 degrees off center. 

The Mitsubishi, which uses a monster 
tube, doesn’t have this problem, and it may 
really not be fair to compare 35-inch pro- 
jection TVs and a 35-inch direct-view tube 
because the Mitsubishi outclassed its com- 
petition in just about every way, including 
resolution, color clarity, detail and video 
signal-to-noise. Only the Sony provided a 
brighter picture than the Mitsubishi. 
Among the three runner-ups, the Sony had 
the reddest reds. The Quasar’s had an or- 
ange cast and the Magnavox a pale orange 
hue. Whites looked gray on the Sony, blu- 
ish on the Magnavox and gray around the 
edges on the Quasar. 

Sony had the sharpest horizontal resolu- 
tion of the projection sets; the other two 
were fuzzy. The Sony’s colors were im- 
pressive all around. Overall, the Sony 
placed a strong second, with Quasar barely 
beating out Magnavox for third. 

Given its superior performance, you

have to make allowances for the unwieldi- 
ness of the Mitsubishi. Some may find its 
hefty weight a hassle, but many of you 
should have no problem parking this mon- 
ster in your media room. If you want a big 
screen with sharp resolution and bright col- 
ors that’s watchable from anywhere in the 
room, go for the Mitsubishi.

One of the quirks of hu- 
man nature is the belief 
that bigger is better. This 


[| predilection has encour- 
aged video manufacturers to offer screen 
sizes as large as 15 feet. These very large 
screens were once the sole province of 
projection systems, but direct-view 
screens continue to grow. 

In comparing the largest direct-view 
TVs to projection TVs, we restricted the 
entries to within a two-inch range so size 
would not cloud our judgment. This handi- 
capped projection systems because the 
brightest ones are bigger than 37 inch- 
es—and made one result nearly inevitable. 
The direct-view Mitsubishi was the winner 
for me. It was closely followed by the Sony 
on picture quality, but the Sony’s lower 
price, compactness, lighter weight and 
styling may prove to be major influences in 
your own buying decision. 

On brightness the Mitsubishi was best, 
followed by the Sony, the Magnavox and 
the Quasar. On contrast, which is the 
range between the brightest and darkest 
parts of a picture, the Mitsubishi and Sony 
again shone over the other two because 
they produced deeper blacks. All the sets 
appeared to have good color and tint rang- 
es because of the ability of the human eye 
to compensate for color balance. The Sony 
rendered flesh tones best but the Mitsu- 
bishi had stronger color and a wider tint 
range. On sharpness, the order was Mitsu- 
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Eyes On 


bishi, Sony, Quasar and Magnavox. 

All projection sets need occasional con- 
vergence adjustments because their red, 
green and blue beams eventually drift and 
cause color fringing. The Sony appeared to 
need least touchup, perhaps because it had 
been used (“burned in”) prior to the test. 
The Mitsubishi's direct view tube requires 
no convergence adjustment but its color 
purity is affected by the earth’s magnet- 
ism. Two switches at the back let you com- 
pensate for this. 

Convergence is adjusted by horizontal 
and vertical controls for blue and red on the 
front of the projection sets. You must ei- 
ther step back to check the adjustment or 
make it a two-person job. The Mitsubishi’s 
color purity switches are at the back. 

The Sony and the Mitsubishi allow re- 
mote control of color, tint, brightness, tre- 
ble, bass and balance. The Sony also has 
picture and sharpness controls on the re- 
mote. Neither the Quasar nor the Magna- 
vox has those conveniences. 

The contest quickly reduced itself to a 
two-way battle between the Mitsubishi and 
the Sony. The Mitsubishi was slightly bet- 
ter but the Sony had lots of strong attrib- 
—Lancelot Braithwaite 


utes. 


The projection TV, once 
the ugly duckling of view- 
screen, may be improv- 
| Sing faster than any other 
species of screen. Of the four large sets I 
examined, the Mitsubishi delivered the 
clearest, punchiest images but by a margin 
so narrow that the projection sets actually 
outperformed it on some of the character- 
istics that comprise picture quality. This 
would have been unheard of only a couple 
of years ago. 

The Mitsubishi, the costliest of the four, 
was followed closely on my scorecard by 
the Sony, and more distantly by the Mag- 
navox and the Quasar, which were similar 
to each other in apparent picture quality. 
The Mitsubishi’s picture displayed the 
richest colors, with pure whites, good 
sharpness (especially at the edges) and 
resolution that seemed to nudge 400 lines. 
Of course, it also had the widest viewing 
angle of any of the sets and—a minus—the 
heaviest, most unwieldy console. 

The Sony’s picture showed great bright- 
ness, crisp edges and strong, intense col- 
ors (though not, as a color bar test re- 
vealed, equally across the spectrum). The 
resolution seemed to register about 350 
lines and held firmly at the edges. En- 
hanced by the lightest, most attractive cab- 
inet of the four sets and unusually clear 
onscreen indicators, the Sony proved to be 
the most watchable of the projection mod- 
els. 

I rated the Magnavox third. Its colors 
were subdued, the hues occasionally pastel 
when they should have been richer. Detail 











and brightness declined at the screen’s 
edges, and the optimal viewing angle 
seemed narrower than the Sony’s. How- 
ever, it displayed solid whites, a commend- 
able red and 350-line resolution that—on 
the test pattern, if not during view- 
ing—seemed equal to the Sony. 

The Quasar’s picture appeared the dull- 
est, with a faded quality, induced perhaps 
by inadequate brightness, that was espe- 
cially noticeable at the corners. Although 
resolution was comparable to the Sony and 
the Magnavox, and it scored strongly on a 
multi-burst test for sharpness, the image 
lacked snap. 

None of the pictures were poor. The 
Magnavox and Quasar deliver respectable 
quality for projection sets. The Sony rates 
another notch and the Mitsubishi, after all 
is seen and said, uses a technology that’s 
still superior to video projection, though it 
is just beginning to appear in projection 
sizes. 

I suspect most people—trained by re- 
peated exposure to older, dimmer models 
that were poorly adjusted and badly dis- 
played in bars and showrooms across the 
country—believe that all large-screen TVs 
are still second-rate sets. They’re not, and 
if these four are representative, picture 
quality is catching up to picture size.

as—was not the one I would want to take 

home. I’m not talking about aesthetics or 
cabinet design but watchability. 

Watchability is hard to define. I can best 
explain it by describing a recent purchase 
of speakers. As I was shopping, I listened 
to several electrostatic models which 
brought out an incredible level of detail in 
the music. The sound of each was crisp and 
clear, with great dimension, but there was 
also a brittleness I found grating. I decided 
to buy, instead, a set of conventional 
speakers. While they didn’t produce as 
much detail, I found them more “listen- 
able.” 

The TVs offered a similar choice, but in 
this case the projection TVs represented 
the conventional approach while the tube 
was unique. I rated the Mitsubishi best in 
four areas, including the reproduction 
of color bars and red as an indicator of color 
purity, image consistency at different con- 
trast levels, and the multi-burst resolution 
test. The Mitsubishi showed the most ac- 
curate color bar and red reproduction, the 
best consistency and the clearest resolu- 
tion. Its picture was breathtaking com- 
pared to the other units. Mitsubishi has 
created a TV that delivers a crisp, intense 
picture—but I would find its hard-edged 
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Eyes On 


image grating for everyday viewing. 

Among the projection sets, I had expect- 
ed the Sony to be the hot performer. I was 
disappointed. To be fair, I believe the Sony 
was not at its best. The picture had a yel- 
lowish cast that the controls were not able 
to correct. Nonetheless, Sony scored sec- 
ond best in the red purity evaluation and 
displayed the most evenness in both the 
red and white purity tests. 

I scored the Sony best in the SMPTE 
resolution test and second in contrast per- 


formance. The programs we watched had 
good sharpness and, in the distortion test, 
Sony scored best again. But the Sony pic- 
ture exhibited a high level of directionality. 
If you walked off axis or even stood up, the 
brightness fell considerably. 

The Quasar displayed the same trait. On 
the color purity test, it seemed to have a 
hot spot in the center of the screen. The 
picture had a bluish cast that was less pro- 
nounced than the Sony’s yellow cast. The 
contrast test showed the Quasar’s great- 
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est weakness. However I was surprised by 
its resolution, second only to the Sony. I 
saw about 360 lines of resolution. 

The biggest revelation was the Magna- 
vox. It was the one I liked best, the most 
watchable. I scored it second in the color 
bar and distortion tests, and third in the 
SMPTE resolution, contrast and red color 
purity tests. Its two “bests” were in the 
disc resolution test—I counted 370 lines— 
and the white level test. 

If I were to decide only on the basis of 
the tests which TV I wanted to take home, 
the Mitsubishi would have won (even 
though, despite its crisp picture, I counted 
only 340 lines of resolution). However, 
based on watchability, the Magnavox was 
the one I preferred. —Jay Rosenfield 


Among the three projec- 
() () tion sets, differences in 

picture quality were easily 
| discernible, and two have 
design features that are an intense nui- 
sance. 

The Quasar was the poorest in every 
regard. The remote lacks controls for col- 
or, brightness, contrast and the like, mak- 
ing adjustments inconvenient. But even 
worse, you can’t get far enough away from 
the screen to tell how well you’ve adjusted 
the picture. And the need to hold open the 
spring-loaded door covering the control 
panel with one hand while adjusting the 
controls with the other was sufficiently an- 
noying to make me not want to bother. 

Although the picture quality on the Qua- 
sar was inferior to that on the other two, I 
scored its resolution higher, with a clarity 
of 400 lines or more on both the horizontal 
and vertical test grids. The other tests 
corresponded to the actual viewing experi- 
ence: color bars were muted and some- 
what off-register. The distortion grid re- 
vealed bends at the picture’s edge and the 
test for color purity showed a dull gray. 
Overall, it delivered a picture whose colors 
were duller or more distorted than the oth- 
ers—sometimes downright muddy—and 
whose contrast and clarity (apart from res- 
olution) were inferior. 

The Magnavox also suffered from hav- 
ing no color, brightness or contrast con- 
trols on the remote, creating the same 
difficulty I experienced with the Quasar. 
The picture was, however, much better. 
Even on the darker end of the spectrum, 
color bars were pleasing and bright. Color 
purity was good, bright and even, although 
reds varied in hue from orange to red-or- 
ange to pink, with more yellow than the 
others. The grid pattern showed some dis- 


tortion, but the overall picture was warm 

and pleasing, with strong, rich tones. 
The Sony features a remote con- 
trol that allows one to adjust the picture 
from the best viewing position and has 
continued on page 102

New York's Palladium with its 25- 


monitor video banks. 
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he cool fire has arrived at the hot 

nightspots. Television screens, 

once used in bars only to beam out 

Friday night fights or Sunday after- 
noon ball games, are now the prime sourc- 
es of entertainment in some of the coun- 
try’s hippest dance clubs and late night 
music venues. In fact, any club without 
video these days seems strangely quiet 
and a little bit dull. Drinking in high tech 
surroundings, gazing at your amour with 
one eye, and checking out the flickering 
images overhead with the other—that’s 
entertainment in the ’80s. 

We asked veteran clubgoers and top 
VJs—“video jockeys,” the people who cre- 
ate, edit, and program videos in clubs— 
across the country for their favorite 
haunts. The following are the top ten video 
bar recommendations from coast-to-coast 
(and a few miles beyond). 








Since opening two years ago, this vast 
gathering trough for Manhattan’s celeb 
elite has become known as the granddaddy 
of video clubs. With its dramatic, spectacu- 
larly lit interior architecture—imagine the 
Emerald City built around a gymnasium 
on the planet Dune—and the 25-monitor 
video banks roaming freely above the 
crowd, it’s a mecca for the visually over- 
stimulated art and show biz bunch. Head VJ 
Tima Surmelioglu blends tapes by neo-ex- 
pressionists such as Eric Fischl and David 
Salle with ambient images and found foot- 
age from public domain sources. Because 
the DJs and VJs work at separate controls, 
the music and the video images don’t al- 
ways relate, but Tima and her crew try to 
match the rhythm of the visuals to the 
tunes. Getting inside the club to see the 
video set-up is the hard part: One out of 
every three would-be patrons is turned 
away by the attitude-heavy doormen. 








Wherever you gaze inside this pristine, 
white-walled temple to television, you see 
screens—34 constantly active monitors 
line the entrance hall, stack up beside the 
small stage, and sit in huge blocks near the 
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Wa) BEST VIDEO NIGHT CLUBS IN AMERICA, 


dance floor. Whether showing cus- 
tom-mixed dance-length videos of current 
tunes, or used as lighting effects for live 
acts, the monitors never stop. Early in the 
evening, images may be kept intentionally 
bright to encourage dancing; as the night 
progresses the screens darken, occasion- 
ally going black to halt the action prior to 
presentation of a new song. VJs Keith 
Jacobson and Sean Fernald, both formerly 
of Hula’s and The Wave in Honolulu (see 
below), specialize in on-the-spot combina- 
tions of images from several different 
sources. If, for instance, a song lyric men- 


tions cowboys, footage of a shootout from 
an old Western might appear on some 
screens while rodeo images show up on 
others. The pictures split, combine, swirl 
in and out, and overlap to the exact beat of 
the music. The guys in the booth know 
exactly where to find every tape in their 
continually updated, computer-inventoried 
library.

There’s nothing extraordinarily creative 
about this popular Georgetown hangout, 
but a selection of the latest rock videos 
attracts tube-hungry college crowds. The 
music leans toward progressive with some 
go-go and rap mixed in on weekends. Two 
8-by-10 foot projection screens beam onto 
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the dance floor, and smaller monitors are 
installed in the back room and in the up- 
stairs bar. The big plus here is the warm, 
non-plastic, neighborhood ambience. Ho- 
lograms, backlit stained glass, cushy 
chairs, and plenty of tables make this a nice 
drop-in bar and a top video venue. 


It’s tiny, it’s hard to find, and it’s definite- 
ly no-frills, but the VJs at this haven for Big 
D trendinistas, local artists, and musicians 
















consistently come up with innovative ways 
of presenting music video. Les Wright and 
John Petropoulos (also part-owners) pro- 
fess disdain for Top 40 and MTV, and club 
regulars approve of their devotion to new 
music. The Video Bar’s screenside dance 
floor is only slightly larger than a size ten 
shoebox, and it’s always crowded. Among 
recent events: an animation festival and 
several videotaped avant-garde art exhib- 
its programmed to music. The motto here: 
“Video is an attraction, not a distraction.”

Like the Palladium, this is a stomping 
ground for publicity seekers, new money 
scions, and lesser royals with over- 
moussed hair and tight leather costumes. 
Designed by French architect and furniture 
designer Philippe Starck, the club features 
two video viewing spots. Additionally, the 
entrance to the unisex restroom is lined 
with monitors, and each stall has a screen 
hanging from the ceiling (often showing an 
unnerving tape of a single, blinking eye- 
ball). The new downstairs video bar is a

dark, cool retreat from the reverberating 
rock and loud crowds above. VJs Dave 
Hynds and Suze Riddle work from a hefty 
library of art videos, many of which they 
create, and are apt to choose unusual “per- 
formance art” pieces and humorously 
re-edited home movies over the canned 
stuff provided by record companies. 


BERLIN, Chicago 


Hip clubgoers flock to this ahead-of-the- 
trends dance club to hear a music line-up 
that includes uncharted underground hits, 
Pavarotti arias, Robert Palmer, Patsy 
Cline, and Broadway showstoppers. 
These are backed up visually with wild- 
ly-edited collages of footage from great bad 
movies, ambient scenes, works by local 
artists, early music videos, and news re- 
ports. The decor changes completely ev- 
ery 90 days. Berlin seats 50 but can 
squeeze in another 200; the outdoor patio 
provides some breathing room. This club 
has a steady, loyal following among those 
who demand change and innovation at ev- 
ery turn. 


VIDEO METRO, Chicago 


This cavernous three-story complex, a 
block from Wrigley Field, presents adven- 
turous music videos and live music. Three 
9-by-12 foot screens and 12 smaller moni- 
tors are spread throughout the club on two 
levels and in the lobby. Early evening is the 
time to hear new and unknown music; after 








11 p.m., VJ Shelley Howard steps up the 
energy and plays more popular chart mate- 
rial. He’s a whiz at “image sequencing”: 
staggering pictures from screen to screen 
one second apart to give the impression of 
visuals racing each other around the room. 
Moviegoers will recognize Video Metro as 
the nightclub where Michael J. Fox and 
Joan Jett rock out in Light of Day. 


FIRST AVENUE, Minneapolis 


Most famous as Prince’s hometown 
hangout, this club’s VJs are known for the 
original videos they create for visiting 
bands such as U2, the Chameleons, and 
the Ramones. On recorded music nights, 
studio video releases alternate with home- 
made visuals. Roy Freedom programs the 
images to build the action on the floor to a 
frenzied crescendo. First Avenue caters to 
a different crowd each night; every few 
months the bars get moved around as the 
entire club is remodeled. 


REVOLVER, Los Angeles 


There’s no dancing at this West Holly- 
wood wonder, just wall-to-wall video. This 
small club, the inspiration for New York’s 
Private Eyes, presents music from “the 
top ten of the future” and hosts a variety of 
theme nights. Mondays feature alternative 
music (mostly British groups just breaking 
in the States) and unusual visuals light 
years ahead of MTV. Tuesday is Wheel of

REALLY WORKS 





The Essential Differences Between 


VHS, Beta And 8mm 


ne day long ago, | found a coil of 
unspooled 35 mm movie film. Out of 
curiosity, I held it up to the light and 
discovered it was a scene from 
Casablanca, a succession of pictures of 
Bogart and Bergman, each frame nearly 
identical to the previous one. Had I not 
known, I would have been able, just by 
looking at the fragment, to have figured out 
how motion pictures work: the action is 
broken into tiny pieces, with sprocket 
holes to help position each frame. A 
squiggly line that looks like the grooves on

a vinyl record has to be the sound. 

If my young son ever wants to see how 
my VCR’s videotape works, he will have a 
harder task. Not only can’t you see the 
picture and sound on videotape, but if the 
cassette does its job, you can’t even open 
the lid to see the tape. But children clever 
enough to confront the tape must experi- 
ence the same disappointment I felt when I 
unspooled a roll of my dad’s undeveloped 
snapshots and found there was nothing to 
see. 

In the early days of videotape, engi-

neers, working with people like Ernie 
Kovacs who wanted to assemble programs 
in bits and pieces, actually developed vid- 
eotape with a magnetic stain that let them 
see exactly where signals were recorded. 
Then they carefully sliced between the 
magnetic tracks with a razor blade and 
Scotch-taped the snippets together in the 
order they wanted, 

If we were to dye today’s videotape, we 
too would see where the picture is and we 
could deduce where the sound must be. Of 
course we still wouldn’t see the picture on 
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Videotape

the tape: like a film soundtrack, the video is 
encoded into a waveform. However, the 
waveforms are extraordinarily revealing. 
Seeing them tells us a lot about how video- 
tape really works and about the differences 
between the VHS, Beta and 8mm formats. 
Moreover, if we were to place a second’s 
worth of tape in each format next to a 
snippet from Ernie Kovacs’ day, we could 
see how far the video era has come. 

The Kovacs tape would be two inches 
wide and 15 inches long. The VHS tape 
would be half an inch wide and about 1-1/3 
inches long at the SP speed. The Beta 
tape, also half an inch wide, would be less 
than one inch long at Beta II speed. The 
8mm tape would be less than one third of an 
inch wide and just over half an inch long at 
the SP speed. 

The amount of tape needed to record a 
given amount of programming has plum- 
meted. Although some picture sharpness 
may have been lost, today’s formats all 
have color, and 8mm has two more chan- 
nels of sound. More.important, consumer 
formats record signals in diagonal stripes 
along the length of the tape in a characteris- 
tic pattern that’s responsible for many of 
the features the formats possess. Let’s 
look at how VHS, Beta and 8mm actually 
work. 


TRACKS & FIELDS 

Starting at the lower edge of a VHS tape 
and moving up, we notice a sprocket-like 
control track 0.75 mm wide. It holds mag- 
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| space between the edge: 


netic pulses spaced at even intervals: 
0.5558 mm at SP and 0.1853 mm at EP. 
Like sprocket holes on movie film, the 
track tells a VCR where each frame of 
picture information is.

the spectrum but the FM luminance, or 
brightness, signal ranges from 5.4 to 7 
megaHertz. Standard VHS recorders 
have their luminance signal at 3.4 to 4 
mHz. Although a standard VCR will be 
able to track Super VHS tape, it won't 
be able to play the tape because it will 
be looking for the brightness signal in 
the wrong place. 
Little is yet known about Sony’s ED 
Beta format. It will come in standard 
_ sized cassettes, use metal particle tape 
like 8mm, rather than oxide tape like 
Super VHS, VHS and Beta tape, and 
run at Beta II and Beta III speeds. The 
luminance signal will be an FM signal 
between 6.8 and 8.6 mHz. ED Beta 
machines will be able to record and play 
_Hi-Band SuperBeta signals on standard 
_ Beta tape, but conventional Beta decks 
will not be able to play or record ED 
Beta tapes.

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~ ompeting formats have contributed 

/ to the confusion of videophiles since 
Cartrivision and other aborted half-inch 
tape systems reared their rotary heads in 
the early ’70s. Even though VHS has 
emerged as the leading format of the 
’80s, that trend shows no sign of obso- 
lescence—unlike VHS itself. 

Welcome to the state-of-the-format 
report: a hard look at several means of 
video reproduction and their implications 
for the future of our program collections.

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VHS. VHS has provided a seemingly 
secure programming standard that has 
unlocked the vaults of film and television 
history and stimulated an intermittently 
interesting flow of original programming. 
The number of titles available on VHS 
has climbed to 39,907, according to Da- 
vid Weiner, director of information for 
the National Video Clearinghouse, pub- 
lisher of Video Tape & Disc Guide to 
Home Entertainment. 

But the success of VHS is built on the 
quicksand of consumer electronics. 
We've always taken it for granted that 
VHS—never the top format for visual 
quality—will someday be obsolete. With 
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Super VHS, that day may arrive sooner 
than we’d thought. If Super VHS delivers 
on its claim of 430-line resolution, it will 
yield the first consumer videocassettes 
to match the sharpness of LaserVision. It 
may even approach the quality of one- 
inch industrial tape. 

“It looks fantastic,” confirms Fred 
Fehlauer, who runs the Michigan facility 
where CBS/Fox duplicates tapes for its 
own labels and others. He feels Super 
VHS “does look as good as one-inch on a 
short cable feed,” at least to the naked 
eye. To take full advantage of the format, 
he adds, “some remastering may be in 
order” to upgrade one-inch masters 
made from inferior sources such as 
16mm film prints. The juiced-up specs 
might even bring “letter boxing” —trans- 
ferring widescreen films with banding 
and without scanning—into vogue. Giv- 
en their heavy investment in scanned 
masters, video labels are likely to resist 
this idea, though the practice has become 
popular on Japanese laser releases. 

The major obstacle for Super VHS 
programming will be the format’s incom- 
patibility with conventional VHS VCRs. 
The new machines themselves will be 
switchable between old and new VHS, 
but few people will be able to immediate- 
ly afford the pricey new format. 
With Beta’s slide into oblivion pro- 
gram companies, distributors and retail- 
ers have been happily dismantling the 
Beta/VHS system of double inventory; 
they may be loath to reinstate it just to 
accommodate a higher-quality format. 
After all, higher quality didn’t lead to 
mass acceptance for Beta or laser. 

Another question is whether—or how 
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—the new format will fit the current fren- 
zy for copy protection. The benefits of 
the VHS HQ subformat and its for- 
mat-compatible visual enhancements 
have been undercut by Macrovision. 
How Super VHS will confront the issue 
of copy protection—perhaps with a 
built-in chip—has yet to be indi- 
cated. 

Beta. The visible improvement of 
SuperBeta—mightier than HQ but a 
notch below Super VHS—did little to re- 
verse Beta’s seemingly inexorable de- 
cline. Sony says the next attempt to im- 
prove Beta’s diminishing fortunes will be 
ED Beta. The “extended definition” of 
the acronym is likely to equal that of 
Super VHS—but also at the cost of full 
compatibility. 

Sony reportedly could have introduced 
a new Beta variation of the ED Beta/Su- 
per VHS magnitude when it introduced 
SuperBeta but opted instead to maintain 
compatibility. When ED Beta will actual- 
ly be available remains uncertain, but the 
technology exists. 

Officially, nearly as many titles are 
available on Beta as on VHS: 38,704 at 
last count. However, few retailers put 
much stock (literally) in Beta anymore, 
and even special-ordering has become 
difficult. Some releasing companies have 
dispensed with Beta, as Prism did with 
its $11.95 Video Collection. ED Beta is 
unlikely to change this. 

8mm. Two years after being intro- 
duced, 8mm is still hard to consider seri- 
ously as a pre-recorded program format. 
Only 125 titles are available, according to 
Weiner, and most of the major labels 
have yet to demonstrate any great com- 
mitment. The smaller format has never 
exceeded the quality of standard VHS or 
Beta, let alone their improved versions. 
Size alone has helped it find a niche as a 
camcorder format, but Compact VHS 
has challenged its projected primacy in 
that domain. 

LaserVision. The surviving video- 
disc format (following CED’s demise) has 
not yet consolidated its modest success 
as a videophile alternative. 

Picture enhancements in LV (nick- 
named “laser”) will soon arrive in the 
form of improved (but compatible!) hard- 
ware. Such models as Pioneer’s LD-S1 
(see “Videotests,” June ’87) will provide 
visibly cleaner pictures than existing la- 
ser players do. I saw the S1 demonstrat- 
ed in January; in my long experience with 
the format it has never looked so good. 
Digital chips in the S1 extend special ef- 
fects associated with the CAV subformat 
(perfect still frames. noiseless slow-mo- 
tion, etc.) to the longer CLV discs. 

With about 2,000 titles available, laser 
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remains the format of choice for people 
with sensitive eyes. Super VHS and pos- 
sibly ED Beta will compete, but laser set 
the standard years ago. There is no 
greater joy in video than a well-pressed 
LV, with its fine detail, deep black level 
and many operational features. If you 
want to see what Super VHS will look 
like, watch Criterion’s pressings of Black 
Orpheus (color) and Swing Time (black & 
white). 

CD. The phenomenally successful dig- 
ital audio format is moving into short- 
form video with the CD video single, a 
CD-sized disc that will hold five minutes 
of video and 20 minutes of audio. Magna- 
vox will introduce Compact Disc Video 
players that will also play standard audio 
CDs and all types of LVs. Pioneer, which 
already sells an LV/CD (but not CD-V) 
player will introduce a new unit, the 
CLD-1010, to embrace all the above. 

CD-V is actually a variation of two ex- 
isting subformats. Sony’s software arm 
was the first to introduce shortform vid- 
eos several years ago with the Video 45 
series (originally devised as a way to plug 
Beta Hi-Fi). Pioneer’s programming divi- 
sion was the first to market shortform 
videodiscs with appended digital audio. 


Disney has a slew of short-form 
marvels in its latest Cartoon Classics col- 
lection. You can have each of five vol- 
umes (Mickey, Donald, et al.) for an emi- 
nently reasonable $14.95, or the lot for 
$74.95. Also recommended for kids: 
Sing Along Songs, at the same price, 


Donald Duck's Cartoon Classic. 


contains snips from Szow White and oth- 
er classics. Just follow the bouncing 
mouse head and sing along. 





These (full-size) Compact LaserDiscs 
(CLDs) hold video, followed by audio, 
with a total playing time of 54 minutes, 30 
seconds—more than twice the length of 
aCD-V. They can hold an entire audio LP 
plus two or three related video clips. 

Predictions. Super VHS will slowly 
achieve acceptance alongside conven- 
tional VHS. The program industry will 
groan but cope. ED Beta will preach to 
Beta’s converted, and not even to all of 
them; 8mm is destined to be associated 
with camcorders, not programming. 

LaserVision will win new friends 
among upscale CD aficionados with com- 
bination players to feed, but more people 
will be interested in a superior son-of- 
VHS recording format than in a superior 
optical playback format. Super VHS will 
widen the gulf between good- and 
bad-looking cassettes, and tape viewers, 
like laser viewers before them, will start 
paying more attention to the quality of 
video transfer and the source elements 
used for it. 

Have I mentioned that all these for- 
mats and subformats and variations 
thereof will be obsolete when high-defini- 
tion TV arrives? Hey—put down those 
rotten tomatoes!

Those who remember Robert Ros- 
sen’s 1961 classic, The Hustler, will be 


disappointed by the sequel. The Color of * 


Money lacks the depth and drama of the 
original, a searing and sad tragedy about 
a gambler’s demimonde. This new 


film—flashy, slick, upbeat—simply lacks : 


the realism. of the original. 

For the first half hour, Color of Money 
promises greatness. Fast Eddie Felson 
(Newman), the retired pool hustler, con- 
spires with Carmen (Mastrantonio) to 
convince her boyfriend Vinnie (Cruise) to 
shoot pool for money. Eddie tells Car- 
men that winning money feels better 
than earning it, but he’s really using Vin- 
nie as a means to recapture his youth. In 
portraying this world of hustlers, 
Scorsese plays his audience for suckers, 
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offering brilliant cinema with terrific im- + 


agery. (Vinnie works at Child World 
“selling” toys to anxious parents. ) 


Then the script (by novelist Richard 
Price) follows the cue ball in the side 
pocket. Instead of deepening the charac- 
ter conflicts, the movie veers off in an 
unrealistic past, relying on surface ten- 
sion and gloss. The cinematography be- 
comes distractingly cute, and the themes 
are forced. For Scorsese, it’s a mediocre 
effort that cries out for the visceral im- 
pact of Raging Bull. 

Newman won the Oscar for this, most- 
ly as Hollywood’s gift for long-term ser- 
vice: he’s infinitely better in such earlier 
films as Hud and Hombre, not to mention 
The Hustler. He approaches that drama- 
tic level in a couple of scenes here but 
doesn’t sustain the height. Newcomer 
Mastrantonio is good; Cruise is merely 
miscast. —Doug Garr

In the late ’50s black American jazz-

then on the decline, developed with a 
young jazz-struck artist as a way of pay- 
ing homage to the era’s smoky be-bop 
sound. 

It’s a masterfully unsentimental labor 
of love, with saxophonist Dexter Gordon 
performing the solo of his life as the ag- 
ing, alcoholic Dale Turner, Powell’s cine- 
matic stand-in. The artist, Francis Borier 
(Cluzet) in the film, befriends Turner, 
ultimately bringing him home. At a cost 
to his relationship with his own daughter, 
Borier helps Turner straighten out and 
even begin to compose again, doing such 
a good job that Turner returns to New 
York City, Borier in tow, to visit his own 
neglected daughter, and pick up a few 
of the pieces of his former life. 

Soapy as this sounds, not a glycerine 
tear is shed. Gordon moves through his 
awesome acting debut like a sorrowful 
wraith, with a slow, raspy delivery that 
steals every riff he shares. He even 
speaks in three-quarter time, and makes 
you feel he brought a painful piece of his 
own life to Turner’s. 

Two dozen classic and original compo- 
sitions add emotions and longings the 
characters can barely articulate. Nearly 
all are performed by Gordon and a music- 
al cast that includes Herbie Hancock, 
Ron Carter, Bobby Hutcherson, and 
Wayne Shorter. A few selections make 
the story resonate, as when “How Long 
Has This Been Going On” by George and 
Ira Gershwin frames a cameo by Lonette 
McKee as Turner’s lady. “Happiness,” 
like Turner tells Borier, “is a wet reed.” 

The video version looks good and 
sounds better. With its lustrous score 
and spare dialogue, this is a tape even 
audiophiles may wish to own.

Ostensibly about an ex-con (Hoskins) 
who falls foolishly in love with the expen- 
sive call girl (Tyson) he chauffeurs, 
Mona Lisa manages to explore a wealth 
of issues touching on race, class and sex- 
ual relations. That these weighty themes 
never slow the momentum of the movie’s 
suspenseful plot testifies to the subtlety 
of director Neil Jordan’s skills—and the 
sensitivity of his actors’ performances. 

George, the endearing working-class 
bumbler, and Simone, the “tall, thin black 
tart,” make an odd, edgy couple. While 
George becomes increasingly enamored 
of Simone, her feelings turn to Cathy 
(Kate Hardie), a 15-year-old street 
hooker with whom she once worked. 
Simone persuades George to help her 
find Cathy—an activity that incurs the 
wrath of Martwell (Caine), head of 
the prostitution ring that employs 
them. 

Mona Lisa derives its tense charge 
from the vivid contrast between 
George’s warm, workaday relation- 
ships—with his teenage daughter (Zoe 
Nathenson) and his best friend Thomas 
(Robbie Coltrane)—and the lurid, luxuri- 
ous world of drugs, degrading sex and 
organized crime. The exotic Simone ini- 
tially lures George into a decadent sort of 
upward mobility—she buys him fancy 
clothes and initiates him into her posh 
milieu. The identity confusion this sparks 
is only resolved when the limits of her 
feelings become clear. Their emotional 
bond is finally forged, not in the love affair 
George desires, but in their efforts to 
keep themselves alive. 

The enigmatic Mona Lisa herself en- 
ters the story in two ways: in the unpre- 
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tentious beauty of Nat King Cole’s song 
on the soundtrack and in a magazine page 
of the painting taped to the side of Tho- 
mas’ refrigerator. Both underscore Jor- 
dan’s awarenesss of how erotic mystery 
rears itself even in the most ordinary 
lives. But the movie itself—delicately 
emphasized by the happy ending George 
enjoys—describes the inevitable disap- 
pointments of misguided grand romance 
and the ever-expanding horizons of sim- 
ple love. —Anthony DeCurtis

“Tt is a sad and beautiful world,” says 
Roberto (Benigni) in phonetic English as 
he makes his entrance in Down by Law. 
And for its duration, Jim Jarmusch’s black 
& white film attempts to capture the sad- 
ness and beauty of this guileless waif’s 
world. 

Like its predecessor, Stranger than 
Paradise, Down by Law is the story of 
two petty hustlers harboring delusions of 
grandeur, and a foreigner who is thrust 
upon them. Jack Romano (Lurie), a 
small-time New Orleans pimp, visits a 
sleazy hotel room on a tip about a new 
prostitute about to enter the market. As 
he makes his pitch, the cops break in, 
turn on the lights and find a child lying on 
the bed. Meanwhile, Zack (Waits), an 
unemployed and inebriated neo-beatnik 
disc jockey, accepts a suspiciously gen- 
erous payment to drive a stolen car 
across town; when the cops nail him, 
they find a dead body in the trunk. 

Zack and Jack wind up in the same pri- 
son cell, where the two actors strangle 
the film with self-consciously deadbeat 
poses and bohojailbird stylizations. Then 
Roberto joins them. “If looks can kill,” he 
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says, Staring into their surly mugs, “Iam 
dead now.” Unlike his cellmates, who 
brood idly about being framed, Roberto 
accepts his guilt (for a self-defense mur- 
der) but feels justified. Down by Law is 
about Roberto’s naive odyssey through a 
world the others are too self-involved, 
jaded or stupid to see. It is Roberto, 
naturally, who discovers a way out of 
prison. 

From there, Down by Law becomes a 
jailbreak film like none before it. Jar- 
musch moves the action at a surreally 
slow tempo, dragging the trio through a 
bayou that looks by turns concrete and 
intractably wet. Here the film surrenders 
its dramatic tension; when the plot needs 
momentum, there’s nothing pushing it. 

Stranger than Paradise created a 
startlingly original world by refuting the 
splendor of cinema; by riding on film 
notr-derived caricatures, Down by Law is 
far more familiar. Given Benigni’s re- 
freshing redolence and Robby Muller’s 
camera work, that’s a shame. Stranger 
than Paradise conquered style; Down by 
Law ultimately succumbs to it.

The thing about escapist movies is that 
they’re supposed to provide an escape 
for the audience, not the director and 
cast. In Sidney Lumet’s sleepwalking 
The Morning After, it feels as if the 
filmmakers took the day off, leaving us 
the chore of feeding suspense into this 
undernourished mystery. 

The film begins with Viveca (Fonda), 
an alcoholic B-movie actress with flam- 
boyantly tacky blonde hair, waking up ina 
strange bed with a disconcerting amount 
of blood on the sheets. Having drunk 
herself into a blackout, she doesn’t re- 
member the previous night or recognize 
the fellow, with a kitchen knife sticking 
out of his chest, lying next to her. She 
performs an alcoholic’s undignified morn- 
ing ablutions and phones her separated 
husband Jackie (Julia), whose advice is to 
throw herself on the mercy of the law. 
Instead, she heads for the airport and the 
first flight out of town, but it’s Thanksgiv- 
ing and all flights are booked. After a 
minor hassle in the parking lot, she ducks 
into an open jalopy, which belongs to 
Turner (Bridges), a redneck ex-cop. He 
drives her back to town, where cinematic 
convention, after a few false starts, runs 
its inevitable course: they fall in love. 

Lumet doesn’t introduce any addition- 
al significant characters. In a cast of 
three, it’s impossible to hide the identity 
of the killer from anybody but Fonda.

(Lumet almost instantly abandons the 
possibility that she might have done it.) 
Ten minutes into the film, the only mys- 
tery remaining is whether Fonda’s coif- 
fure is a wig or just a dye job. The charac- 
ters uncover nary a clue, and when the 
denouement finally comes, the twist that 
gives the killer a motive feels unearned. 
Most of Lumet’s best work (12 Angry 
Men, Dog Day Afternoon, The Verdict) 
eschews personal statement, but he’s 
usually good for a creditable formal work- 
out. In The Morning After, he shows no 
respect for the form and delivers a mys- 
tery without mystery. You'd do better to 

escape from this film than with it.

the dying star’s film career with that of a 
dying gunfighter, Tough Guys presents 
two old pros who make both robbery and 
acting look as natural as carrying on a 
great dinner conversation. Unfortunate- 
ly, the other guests at the table are plaid- 
panted, checked-suit buffoons ready 
with the lampshades. 

Douglas and Lancaster have starred 
together in six other films. I hope they 
get one more good one in before retiring.

: rimmed “Shangri-La” also brings an un- 


lucky capitalist, a woman with a terminal 
lung ailment and a querulous paleonto- 
logist. Their spiritual journeys alongside 
Colman form a tidy bunch of amusing 
subplots. Improbable? You bet. Lost Ho- 
rizon is old Hollywood at its dopey, 
well-meaning, spectacular best. 

Capra sustains a high level of visual 
lyricism with the help of lovely Jane 
Wyatt and the dapper Colman, who dig- 
nifies the exotic sets with his English 
public-school accent and courtly good 
manners. Capra’s Hollywood Utopia is 
well-appointed, and—despite sympa-

The prospect of a frothy French come- 
dy about three guys who get stuck with 
an infant somehow didn’t fill me with 
glee. As Bill Murray once said on Satur- 
day Night Live, “The French used to be 
funny.” 

The plot is as simple as the title. Three 
swinging bachelors who share a Paris 
apartment are saddled with both an infant 
and a package of heroin at the same time. 
Two of them (the father of the child, an 
airline steward, is away) are forced to 
struggle with basic infant care, the thugs 
who come after the smack, and the po- 
lice. After the third man’s arrival, they 
try vainly to find someone to take care of 
the kid until the mother, a model, returns 
from an assignment in the U.S. The ba- 
by, an amazingly patient and tractable 
little girl, teaches them about parent- 
hood. 

All through the film I kept thinking this 
must be really hysterical in French. The 
dialogue is far too rapid-fire for my 
two-semester ears, but even with sub- 
titles I was pleasantly surprised to find 
myself laughing at regular intervals. 
Nonetheless, 3 Men is a very French 
comedy: rather slow by our standards 
and filled with comic situations that seem 
as horrifying to us as they are funny to les 
francais. So unless your French is good 
or your enthusiasm for Gallic cinema un- 
bridled, you’d do best to wait for the U.S.

In 1870 New Zealand, Te Wheke is a 
native Maori scout for the British coloni- 
als, serving in the belief they will end the 
tribal warfare. Then a British patrol 
wipes out the wrong village—his. He im- 
mediately vows utu (revenge) against 
the pakeha (white man), becoming the 
tattoo-faced leader of a Maori uprising. 
But it isn’t long before he has others, 
white and Maori, vowing utu against him. 

This used to be the stuff of classic 
Westerns, but Murphy confronts the is- 
sue of how colonists destroy native cul- 
tures with greater force than in any other 
film in memory. In addition, he addresses 
the question of where justice ends and 
blind vengeance begins. This is both a 
stirring action-adventure and a moving 
tragedy about people caught in the clash 
of cultures, a war that is “won” only at 
the cost of dehumanization. 

Murphy achieves epic effects with lim- 
ited resources, virtually using the rugged 
terrain in which Te Wheke’s forces hide 
as a supporting player. The superb cast 
is led by Wallace as Te Wheke and John- 
son as the callow young officer charged 
with his capture. Tania Bristowe plays a 
Maori who loves both the white officer 
and his enemy’s cause. 

Murphy occasionally overplays his 
hand a bit, and there are some rough 
edges—somehow more noticeable on 
the small screen—but these don’t dimin- 
ish the film’s power. With a fine transfer 
and flawless audio mastering, CBS/Fox 
has done itself proud with one of the 
decade’s best adventure movies.

His obsession with the minutiae 
of street-cars, Rube Goldberg-like sys- 
tems of mail-fetching, radio-controlled 
trains and utterly inappropriate re- 
sponses to social situations provide the 
gags. If you have a taste for such things, 
Malcolm does them as well as anyone. 

Though based on a real person, the 
plot repeats The Lavender Hill Mob. The 
devices used in the trio’s crime are utter- 
ly fake, but it’s easy to suspend disbelief 
because the characters, and the ma- 
chines themselves, are so appealing. 

Credit for creating and maintaining the 
film’s rare mood goes to director Tass 
and screenwriter (and photographer and 
co-machine-maker) David Parker. This 
film is weird and fun, one of my favorite 
combinations. Kudos to Vestron for add- 
ing this to its collection.

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The rear panel hosts a single slide switch 
for the white clip, which corrects white 
portions of an excessively white screen. 
There are RCA-type pin jacks for stereo 
audio line in, two stereo audio/video in- 
puts, and two stereo A/V source outputs. 
The source outputs can loop into the 
source inputs. Two sets of A/V output 
jacks deliver the processed input to a VCR 
or monitor. Inverse output jacks deliver 
whichever signal is not being processed. 

Operation. Phase correction lets you 
sharpen fuzzy edges or de-emphasize 
sharp edges. You will need to experiment 
to find the ideal setting. Gamma correction 
lets you increase contrast and color in the 
middle tones, a big help for scenes that are 
very dark or very bright. 

A number of cameras and camcorders 
have reversal switches.

Fade, color correction, color and hue 
adjustments require a little practice.

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vide access to a wide selection of channels. 
The tuners on many VCRs, especially fre- 
quency-synthesized types, can duplicate 
this function, if you attach the cable directly 
to the VCR’s antenna input. 


STEREO SOUND 

Stereo sound is perhaps the most con- 
fusing VCR feature. It can be recorded and 
played back in two ways. The older method 
places two audio tracks on the top edge of 
the videotape and records two-channel au- 
dio as two parallel linear stripes, just like 
audio cassettes do. But the slow tape 
speed (only about 1-1/3 inches per second 
at SP) handicaps the audio quality severe- 
ly, even with techniques like Dolby noise 
reduction. 

The newer method—hi-fi record- 
ing—records the audio underneath the vid- 
eo, using higher speed video heads and the 
entire tape width for superior quality. 
Some VHS VCRs with hi-fi will play back 
linear stereo tapes, but not all; you'll have 
to check the instruction manual or use a 
headphone to test the VCR in the store to 
be sure. 

The latest stereo innovation is broadcast 
stereo sound, usually designated by the 
initials MTS, for Multichannel Television 
Sound. You need an MTS machine to re- 
cord TV shows that are broadcast in ster- 
eo, provided they're available in your area. 
Not all local stations have converted to 
stereo yet, and many cable systems don’t 
re-broadcast the stereo signal on their sys- 
tems, even if the signal originates in ster- 
eo. Fisher’s FVH-940, for $600, has an 
MTS tuner but records linear stereo with 
Dolby noise reduction. Ditto for GE’s 9- 
7276, for $700, and Hitachi’s VT-1430, for 
$599. 

MTS stereo VCRs can be either hi-fi or 
linear stereo. The hi-fi system makes the 
most out of any stereo medium and deliv- 
ers better quality sound for both monaural 
and broadcast stereo signals. Samsung’s 
VR-6600, for $650, combines an MTS tun- 
er with VHS hi-fi recording, as does Scott’s 
SVR-504S, for $680. If broadcast stereo 
TV isn’t available in your area yet but is 
promised, a non-MTS VCR can still be a 
good investment, since you can always add 
an adapter, like Recoton’s F.R.E.D., to 
record in stereo. 


EXTRAS 

There are a few other VCR features you 
may want to look for. The “One Touch 
Timer” goes by several names (Express 
Record, Instant Record, One-Touch Re- 
cord, among them) but they all work the 
same. Press the button and the VCR goes 
into a locked recording mode for up to four 
hours. A typical example will record in 
30-minute increments, and a few can even 
delay the activation time. 


? 


One-touch timers are ideal for catching 
those late night movies you start to watch 
but can’t stay awake for. Just leave the 
VCR recording and let it run out of tape: 
the timer turns off the power after the 
selected time elapses. 

Convenience features abound. Auto-on 
turns on the VCR as soon as you push a 
cassette through the hatch. Auto eject 
kicks it back out when the VCR runs out of 
tape in the timer mode, or if you try to set 
the timer using a tape from which the safe- 
ty tab has been removed. Auto rewind 





Saves you the trouble of pressing the re- 
wind button when the tape ends. 

Some medium-priced entries, such as 
Zenith’s VR-2220, for $699, include auto 
program indexing, which places an invisible 
electronic bookmark at the beginning of 
each new recording, so you can quickly find 
the spot later on. This feature works along- 
side the standard counter/memory fea- 
tures, which return tapes to the zero posi- 
tion when the memory is on. On some 
brands, the feature is labelled Cue, but it 
works essentially the same way.

that mid-priced VCRs account for so large 
a chunk of the market, especially since 
many offer video and audio quality equal to 
the more gadget-laden luxury models. 
With the accompanying chart and a little 
homework, you should be able to get the 
best out of the most—a VCR able to meet 
your video needs for some time to come. 


BEACH MOVIE BINGO 
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‘n'roll, dancing and their “mating habits” all 
receive—to an unsympathetic adult point 
of view—‘“humorous” treatment. 

Still, except for Eric Von Zipper (Harvey 
Lembeck doing a so-inventively-bad-it’s- 
great burlesque of Brando in The Wild 
One) and his moronic motorcycle gang, the 
kids come off pretty well. Their energy 
even inspires Bob and Dorothy to get their 
own long-delayed love life in gear. 

According to director William ‘Asher, 
AIP intended Beach Party to be about the 
conflict of bikers versus surfers, another 
turf-war mini-epic framed by the anthro- 
pologist’s “investigation.”

Asher also refers to the “strangely 
innocent” quality of Frankie and Annette, 
whose loan contract from Disney stipulat- 
ed that she couldn’t show her navel. They 
are just two attractive and supernaturally 
good kids on a quest for chaste kicks. 

Though no one would mistake any ’60s 
beach movies for great art, they are excel- 
lent period artifacts and exemplify the puz- 
zlement and anxiety adults felt over the 
changes then taking place. A step beyond 
the Blackboard Jungle/Wild One/High 
School Confidential equation of rock music 
and bad kids, beach movies were the first 
to acknowledge that young people could 
forge a culture of their own and still be, in 
the phrase of the time, clean-cut. 

But there is always some kind of genera- 
tion gap, even today. A new movie (the 
producers are calling it a “culture/class 
comedy”) will be released this summer: 
Back to the Beach, starring Frankie and 
Annette as the parents of a girl in love with 
a surfer. Back to the Beach will have music, 
comic cameos, boys and girls dancing in the 
sand, and a puzzled pair of adults. But 
when those adults are the youths of our 
youth, one gets a sense of what our own 
parents must have felt when the first beach 
movies tried to guide them through ’60s 
youth culture. I’m not holding my breath, 
but I won't be at all surprised to see 
Gidget’s a Granny hitting the theaters in 
time for me to take my grandkids to it.

lines in a 525-line (the U.S. standard) TV 
picture. Odd and even tracks alternate and 
it takes one odd and one even track to 
describe one frame of a TV picture. While 
this may seem needlessly complicated, i 
reduces screen flicker. 

At the SP speed the odd and even tracks 
are 58 microns wide. (A micron is one 
thousandth of a millimeter.) Depending on 
the VCR, the heads that record signals will 
be from 30 to 90 microns wide. This means 
that there may be guard bands as wide as 
28 microns between the tracks or that the 
tracks may overlap by as much as 22 mi- 
crons. At slower speeds, the tracks always 
overlap. In fact, at the EP speed tracks are 
just 19.2 microns wide, so virtually the 
entire signal on each track records over the 
previous track. 

Above the video portion is a narrow 0.15 
mm guard band. Next come the left and 
right audio tracks for non-hi-fi stereo. Both 
are .35 mm wide and are separated by a .3 
mm guard band that prevents the informa- 
tion in each channel from leaking to the 
other. 

Why do audio but not video tracks re- 
quire a guard band? The answer lies in 
techniques that allow the video tracks to be 
packed together to increase playing time. 
The compression, which was forced by the 
long-play wars between Beta and VHS in 
the late ’70s, now allows six hours of re- 
cording in the same space allocated for two 
when VHS was devised. 

Since the tape wraps halfway around the 
head drum, each drum half needs a video

head to write information onto the tape. 
One head records the odd lines and the 
other records the even lines, so each video 
track finds itself sandwiched between 
tracks recorded by the other head. Design- 
ers found they could reduce the crosstalk 
from each track to the wrong head by tilting 
each head six degrees in opposite direc- 
ions (Beta video heads are set at seven de- 
gree angles). 

The 12-degree mismatch makes the 
closely-spaced pulses on one video track 
appear diffuse when read by the wrong 
video head. This especially helps the 
high-frequency signals that hold fine pic- 
ture detail. Lower frequencies, at which 
the pulses on the tape are by nature dif- 
fuse, are aided by crosstalk reducing cir- 
cuitry and an astonishingly simple tech- 
nique: Each track is recorded on the tape 
so that its scanning line starts at the same 
point as the scanning lines of neighboring 
tracks. Since neighboring scanning lines 
look similar on the screen, the effect of 
crosstalk is muted. Beta tape uses a track 
layout similar but not identical to VHS. 
This is why a Beta tape will not work in a 
VHS machine, even if the tape is wound 
onto the larger VHS cassette. 

Along Beta’s lower edge is a control 
track 0.6 mm wide, then a 0.2 mm guard 
band, slanting video tracks 10.6 mm wide, 
and a 1.05 mm audio track separated from 
the top of the video area by another 0.2 mm 
guard band. Beta video tracks use virtually 
identical widths as VHS tracks: 58.2 mm at 
the Beta I speed, 29.2 mm at Beta II and 
19.5 mmat Beta III. They are recorded by 
30-micron heads angled at seven degrees. 
But the Beta head drum is larger so the 
tracks it records are longer: 117 mm vs. 
97.3 mm for VHS. This means that, all else 
being equal, Beta can record more picture 
detail. 


PIECES OF 8 


Recorded 8mm tape resembles its larg- 
er cousins. There are tracks at its upper 
and lower edges; only 0.6 mm wide, they 
look like the audio and control tracks of 
other formats. Sandwiched between are 
the slanting tracks recorded by the video 
head drum. In fact, though, very little is the 
same. The upper and lower tracks are 
blanks used to keep the spinning video 
heads from tearing the edges of the tape. 

The next surprise is that 8mm video 
tracks are divided into two categories. The 
beginnings near the lower edge of the tape 
are set aside for digital audio. However, 
this does not come at the expense of the 
video tracks’ continuity because the tape 
wraps more than halfway around the drum. 
The extra contact time with the spinning 
heads is used for the digital audio tracks. 
The video tracks follow. They are 62.8 mm 
long, 20.5 microns wide at SP, and are 
recorded by video heads angled at 10 de- 
grees. 

Given the shorter length of the 8mm 
tracks, it would seem reasonable to con- 
clude that the quality potential of the for- 
mat is roughly half that of Beta or VHS. But 
8mm tape is made with particles of metal 
rather than metal oxides, resulting in less 
oxygen and more material able to contain 
magnetism. Thus the recording density of 
8mm far exceeds that of the half-inch for- 
mats and makes the smaller 8mm size pos- 
sible without a sacrifice in performance. 


SIGNALS & RESOLUTION 


To see how the' signal pattern affects 
resolution, let’s look inside the sloping vid- 
eo tracks of a SuperBeta tape. On paper, 
the signal is usually presented by a graph in 
which the vertical and horizontal axes rep- 
resent the signal’s strength and frequency. 
Equivalent audio concepts are loudness 


and pitch. The left side of the graph would 
show the color signal, centered around the 
frequency of 688,374 times a second, or 
cycles per second (cps). Next come signals 
for Beta hi-fi audio. These are essentially 
four FM radio signals combined into two 
channels that give greater fidelity than FM 
radio. The signals occupy frequencies up to 
1,930,000 cps or, as usually expressed, 
1.93 megahertz. Finally, the luminance, or 
black & white, information of the picture is 
recorded at a frequency centered on 5.17 
mHz. 

Subtracting the 1.93 mHz otherwise oc- 
cupied leaves 3.24 mHz of video band- 
width, which corresponds to just under 300 
lines of horizontal resolution. This repre- 
sents the largest number of vertical lines 
distinguishable inside a square that fills the 
height of the screen. 

In VHS, the color is centered at 629,000 
cps and trails off at 1.13 mHz. The lumi- 
nance begins there and centers on 4.05 
mHz, for a bandwidth of 2.92 mHz, which 
is good for about 250 lines. 

The 8mm format calls for a color signal 
centered on 719,000 cps, in part to leave 
room at the bottom of the frequency range 
for the control signals we couldn't find be- 
fore. The control signals are so sophisticat- 
ed that they allow the machine to find its 
place under any circumstances. As a re- 
sult, 8mm machines do not need tracking 
knobs. 

Next up from the frequency range for 
the color signal is a single FM audio signal 
centered on 1.5 mHz. It replaces the 
standard audio signal half-inch formats put 
along the upper edge of the tape. The video 
signal centers on 4.98 mHz. This is lower 
than the Beta signal, but it has more room 
for video information, for a potential res- 
olution of over 300 lines. Super VHS and 
ED Beta will increase that even more.

have a rough time. But on videotape, 
Debbie spoke spontaneously and acted 
out what had occurred. The judge accep- 
ted the taped interview as evidence, sav- 
ing Debbie from having to appear in 
court. Corwin believes that courts in 
many states will eventually accept video 
as a legitimate form of evidence in sexual 
abuse cases. 


LIVE ON TAPE 


As the sessions with Jenny and her 
family progressed, I began to realize that 
the most elaborate electronic equipment 
in the world could not solve the con- 
voluted, sometimes impenetrable rela- 
tionships family members have with each 
other, nor even the mystery of a 
single human being. The video helped my 
work with Jenny, but it would not bring 
about a quick cure to her bulimia. 

I often felt frustrated over this case 
because I had come to like Jenny and her 
family. Psychiatrists, too, have feelings 
and are not nearly as “neutral” as people 
may think. This aspect of psychiatry, the 
personal drama for the psychiatrist and 
the patients, is something I try to teach 
to psychiatrists in training. It means be- 
coming emotionally involved as well as 
intellectually astute, a delicate balance 
that video, surprisingly, can help to 
achieve. 

Becoming “emotionally involved” with 
learning is standard operating procedure 
for Margaret McGovern, president of 
Simulations, Inc., of Martinsville, N. J. 
An actress and director, McGovern pro- 
duces videotapes of actors and actresses 
that simulate real psychiatric interviews. 
Recent tapes depict patients with a varie- 
ty of depressive and anxiety disorders. 
Some have been used to help standardize 
the current manual for psychiatric diag- 
nosis used by psychiatrists throughout 
the United States. The tapes are also 
used to teach psychiatrists at medical 
conventions. 

McGovern and her staff develop real- 
istic case studies and interview dialogue. 





She casts appropriate actors for the roles 
and, in close collaboration with psychia- 
trists, creates accurate and dramatic 
portrayals. McGovern is a stickler for 
medical realism. “When we make a vid- 
eo,” she says, “we always make sure the 
doctor has the final sign-off and is on the 
set. The videotape has the validation of 
the doctor.” 

McGovern believes that the essence 
of a psychiatric encounter can be por- 
trayed more directly and efficiently in a 
simulated video interview, and that it will 
be better received by the audience. 


After a taping session during which 
Jenny had described her loneliness, her 
struggle for independence and success, 
and her disappointment with herself for 
not having conquered her bulimia, she 
watched herself on playback. She cried 
long and hard, from the depths of her 
soul. I listened and waited. She left my 
office without saying a word, but she had 
experienced an epiphany. Her insights 
into her behavior became more frequent. 
She began to confront her parents more 
and finally agreed to join a support group 
for bulimic women. 

While it will never replace an empathic, 
supportive therapist, video has proven 
its worth as an unflagging assistant. The 
uses of this technology seem limited only 
by the creativity of the therapist and the 
patient. The camera has joined the 
couch, and the partnership is exciting. 
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Stock Splitting 
Cam Scams

Wilfredo Lopez, a well- 
dressed young businessman, 
recently entered Montgomery 
Grant, a consumer electron- 
ics discount store in New 
York City, full of optimism. 
He was carrying a newspaper 
ad which touted Panasonic’s 
PV-300 camcorder at the 
amazingly low price of $1,078 
(it lists for $2,000). He asked 
a salesman named Izzy if he 
could see the product. Of 
course, Izzy replied, taking 
one out of a glass cabinet to 
demonstrate it. Lopez asked 
some questions about the 
unit and Izzy patiently an- 
swered. The salesman said it 
came with a number of ac- 
cessories: a battery, dubbing 
cables, a tripod and a U.S. 
warranty. A carrying case 
was available for $129. The 
PV-300D, the deluxe model, 
cost $1,369, and it came with 
an AC adapter, a tripod, and 
a two-hour battery, rather 
than a 20-minute battery, 
said Izzy. While Lopez in- 
spected the camcorder, Izzy 
brought out Pentax and Mag- 
navox camcorders, which 
cost more, he said, but which 
were much better. 

Lopez then asked, “Do 
you take American Express 
traveler’s checks?” 

Izzy nodded. Lopez sighed 
and settled on the deluxe 
PV-300D. But he wanted to 
see the factory unit in its 
box. The salesman said, 
sure, after you pay the cash- 
ier. By the time Izzy finished 
writing up the order, the 
$1,078 camcorder Wilfredo 
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The Last Word 


Lopez coveted cost $1,667 
(including a hard case, a filter 
kit and city sales tax). To 
boot, Izzy said the store only 
took cash (not traveler’s 
checks) because the item 
was on sale. (The ad did say 
cash only on sale items, but 
in print too small to be reada- 
ble.) 





The story above is real, in- 
cluding the names of the par- 
ticipants, except for one 
thing. Lopez is an inspector 
for the New York City De- 
partment of Consumer Af- 
fairs. He was working under- 
cover, wired with a tape re- 
corder like a plainclothes cop. 
He was following up on con- 
sumer complaints that usually 
begin when an advertised 
item mysteriously becomes 
“out of stock,” often minutes 
after a store opens for busi- 
ness. Just before paying for 
the Panasonic camcorder, 
Lopez identified himself, 
showed the store manager 
his badge, and motioned his 
partner to enter the store for 
an on-site inspection of the 
store’s labelling and selling 
practices. 

Here’s what Lopez imme- 
diately discerned from his 
tete-a-tete with Montgomery 
Grant. First, there’s no such 
thing as a Panasonic PV- 





300D Deluxe Camcorder. It’s 
the 300, and that’s it. Sec- 
ond, there was only one in 
stock, and, according to a 
Panasonic spokesman, that 
$1,078 price tag was below 
dealer cost. It’s safe to as- 
sume Montgomery Grant had 
no intention of letting it go 
out the door at that price. 






Third, the PV-300 comes 
with these accessories: a car- 
rving case, an AC adaptor/RF 
converter, a remote pause 
control, a rechargeable two- 
hour battery, shoulder 
straps, an earphone, an out- 
put adapter and all the neces- 
sary cables. 

This was an isolated inci- 
dent, but it happens all the 
time, every day, all over 
the nation. According to 
Angelo J. Aponte, commis- 
sioner of the department, 
this scheme is known as 
stock splitting. Stores un- 
crate an item with many ac- 
cessories and repackage it 
for much more than its ad- 
vertised price. In the Mont- 
gomery Grant case, howev- 
er, the store was committing 
so many violations that it’s 
hard to pin down which was 
worst. 

The department regularly 
monitors discount stores, and 
city law requires that items 





be clearly marked, sold as 
the manufacturers intend, 
and that a certain number of 
the advertised items actually 
be in stock. When the agency 
receives complaints, it sends 
investigators to gather evi- 
dence and build a case. Usu- 
ally, guilty stores sign con- 
sent orders, the civil equiva- 
lent of nolo contendere, and 
pay fines. 

In the past, the agency has 
caught The Wiz ($20,000 
fine) and Crazy Eddie’s 
($8,000). Other stores with 
cases pending in New York 
include Newmark and Lewis, 
Savemart, Madison Square 
Camera and Brothers Camer- 
as, Electronics and Video. 

It seems incredible that 
deceptive sales practices 
could be so widespread, es- 
pecially for home video gear. 
But I witnessed Wilfredo Lo- 
pez’s encounter with Izzy, 
and when I wasn’t trying to 
keep from laughing at his ob- 
vious dung hurling (“I'd get 
the Minolta because they’re a 
camera company; theirs is 
obviously the best because of 
the lens,” Izzy said), I had to 
admit his pitch on the acces- 
sories was slick and seduc- 
tive. 

There are two lessons to 
be learned here. One, find 
out about a product before 
you see a single salesman. 
Read up on it—send for bro- 
chures if you must. Two, 
never buy from a store where 
the salesman won't bring out 
a factory carton and uncrate 
it at your request. 

There’s a footnote. Many 
of these stores do mail order 
business, too. Since you can’t 
see what you buy, be espe- 
cially careful. You may want 
to write that “no equivalent 
product substitution is ac- 
ceptable” on your order. Fi- 
nally, remember that if the 
deal looks too good to be 
true, it is.
